Senator Borah's Argument 
State Was Concluded 
Yesterday 



for 



DENSE CROWD IH COURT ROOM 



Widow of Murdered Man and Mother 
of Prisoner Much Affected by 
His Words 



Boise, Idaho, July 2(5. — Evidence and 
argument are at an end and tomor- 
row tho Jury will be left to decide 
whether Win. D. Haywood, secretary 
Of tho Western Federation of Miners, 
is guilty of participation In a crimin- 
al conspiracy to assassinate ex-Gov. 
Steunenberg. 

United States Senator Win. Borah, 
engaged by the state of Idaho as spe- 
cial counsel for the prosecution, spoke 
1 ho last word tonight. Tomorrow 
morning Judge Fremont Wood will 
uharge and instruct the jury and it is 
then to retire to consider tho verdict 
about 31 o'clock. 

The crowds seeking admission to 
tho courtroom tonight broke all re- 
cords in a murder trial in Idaho. Two 
hundred persons remained in ■ the 
grounds when the doors were closed, 
after the morning session and hours 
beforo they opened again all ap- 
proaches were blocked. When every 
inch o£ space within tho courtroom was 
filled, several hundred stood on the 
lawn under tho open windows that they 
might catch sentences from the im- 
passioned plea of tho young senator. 

Senator Borah laid the foundation of 
his argument last night. This morn- 
ing ho began an analysis of tho evi- 
dence, but ho confined himself to the 
murder of Stuenenberg and the con- 
spiracy. He linked Orchard to Hay- 
wood, Haywood to Simpkins, SImpklns 
to Mover and Moyor to Pettibone. Then 
only selecting tho evidence of wit- 
nesses for tho defence ■ and leaving 
Orchard's confession out, ho wove the 
lives and movements of tho flvo men 
together. 

Mrs. Steunenberg, widow of tho 
murdered governor, attended the 
morning session, but left early, almost 
prostrated by tho emotion awakened 
by Mr. Borah's vivid oratory- Hay- 
wood's mother also left tho courtroom 
in tears, but soon returned to take her 
accustomed place beside tho invalid 
wife of tho defendant. 

Senator Borah's peroration was de- 
livered in quiet, almost pleading tones, 
in strong contrast to the harsher tone 
In which ho spoke of Clarence Bar- 
row's argument of Justification. "If," 
ho said, "the stato has pointed out to 
you the men who were concerned in, 
and executed, this awful crime, in the 
name of tho manhood and tho woman- 
hood of Idaho, do your duty without 
fear of any man or favor to any man." 
Explains Vital Point 

Seattle. July 26.— The trial of Wil- 
liam B. Haywood at Boise is regarded 
by F. C. Robertson, a prominent law- 
yer of Spokane, as one of the most im- 
portant that ever took place in Uio 
United States, because it seeks to es- 
tablish a principle which, if upheld, 
ho declares, will overturn the legal 
precedents of a country. 

Mr. Robertson was tho attorney for 
the Western Federation of Miners dur- 
ing tho Coeur d'Aleno troubles. Ho 
appeared for them before the commit- 
tee on military affairs of the house 
of representatives, which conducted an 
inquiry into the use to which federal 
troops were put during the Coeur 
d'Aleno strife. Because of ill health 
Mr. Robertson declined to engage in 
the defence by Haywood and the other 
officials of the Western Federation. 

"I regard tho trial at Boise as one 
of the most important that has ever 
been hold In the United States," said 
Mr. Robertson, at the Butler hotel 
yesterday. "Not because a leader of 
a big labor organization is chargje<S 
with the murder of a former gover- 
nor of a state, but because of the le- 
gal principle. Involved. 

"It is a principle of law that the 
laws of a state do not extend beyond 
Its boundaries. In the trial of Hay- 
wood they aro seeking to overturn this 
axiom. Thcro Is In Idaho a statute 
which makes a distinction between an 
accessory and a principal In a case of 
murder. While Haywood could have 
been nothing more than an accessory 
he is being tried as a principal. 

"But If Haywood conspired to mur- 
der Steuenberg it was Colorado. 
Any law of Idaho would have no ef- 
fect outsldo the boundaries of that 
state. Haywood was not in Idaho 
when Steunenberg was killed, and had 
not boon there for a considerable 
time. According to the testimony of 
tho prosecution, If there was a plot to 
murder the former governor of Idaho, 
it was hatched in Colorado. 

"On the affidavit of a citizen of Ida- 
ho that Haywood was in Idaho at tho 
time Steunenberg was killed, Hay- 
wood was taken to that state. 

"Ho was denied a hearing in Color- 
ado that ho was entitled to. When ho 
was in Idaho he was indicted and a 
warrant was issued charging him with 
murder. The supremo court of tho 
United States In the habeas corpus 
proceedings refused to go into the 
matter of how Haywood got into tho 
state of Idaho. 

Tho power of tho state of Idaho to 
compel witnesses to attend court does 
not extend outside of tho stato. Tho 
defendant Is thus deprived of the 
power of tho stato to compel his wit- 
ness, >s to attend and testify, as the 
alleged participation of Haywood In 
the crlmo took plnce In Colorado and 
his witnesses would have to come from 
there. 

'Il cost tho Western Federation of 
Miners $20,00(1 for the traveling ex- 
penses of witnesses for Haywood. Sup-» 
por.o that ho had been a man without 
friends or Influence, ho would not have 
been able to have secured a. material 



ivltness in his behalf, as none of them 
lived in Idaho and there was, no pow- 
er to compel them to coma from Col- 
orado. 

"If tho principle which tho prosecu- 
tion seeks to establish Is upheld by 
tho highest; courts, it will bo possible 
to arrest me in Seattle for a shot fired 
by someone olsc in Now York and 
to make mo stand trial in that state. 
In case my witnesses should not vol- 
untarily como to New York and testify 
for' me, I would bo without witnesses, 
as tho stato of New York would have 
no power to compel their attendance 
from Seattle. 

'I do not believe the confession of 
Orchard, lie went on the. stand and 
told calmly of putting poison in milk 
and sending scores of men into eter- 
nity without a qualm of conscience. 
Then, when spealclng of the Biblical 
story of David, lie, wept. To my mind 
that indicates that he Is either crazy 
or was coached to weep at that point 
In his testimony for effect. 

"If the jury finds Haywood guilty, 
tho case will be taken to the supremo 
court of Idaho, and If necessary to tho 
supreme court of tho United States."

AT FORI WILLIAM 



Adds Million Bushels to Whea 
Storage Capacity of Lake

Fort William, Ont., July 2G.— Yester- 
day Fort William added to its wheat 
litorago capacity the new house of 
tho consolidated Elevator Co. Tho 
new houso Is located at West Fort 
William, on property secure! from tho 
C. P. R. In exchange for the ground 
that was originally given tho elevator 
Co., by the city. It stands directly 
alongside tho sorting yards of the 
C. P. R. and thus occupies a very 
advantageous position. The building 
was erected by the Barnett and Mc- 
Queen company and Is lircproof. The 
foundation work is of concrete and 
tho tanks of tile similar to that in 
use in elevator "B." The working 
house consists of an unloading shed 
and twelve tanks, and has a capacity 
of a quarter million bushels. The 
working house is equipped with the 
best and most up-to-date machinery 
obtainable. Tho men in charge claim 
it will be as fast as any elevator here. 
Tho storage tanks are thirty-two In 
number, ar.d aro larger than those In 
Elevator "10" or the "Ogllvie" eleva- 
tor. Tho storago capacity of the new 
house is approximately ono million 
bushels. 



OUTBREAK OF BRUTALITY 

Many Attacks on Young Girls in Out- 
skirts of New York 

Now York, July 20.— To tho series 
of unpunished crimes against children 
and young girls which of late have ex- 
asperated .and scared parents in out- 
lying districts were added today tho 
cases of Virginia Barish, 17 years old, 
and Annie Falkowako, five years old. 
So notorious have the cases of crimi- 
nal assault become, amounting In two 
recent instances to murder, that Pol- 
Ice Commissioner Bingham has been 
driven to explain that his force of 
policemen is Insufficient to cope with 
this particular species of degeneracy. 
He has warned fathers and mothers 
not to allow their little ones to wander 
out of sight of home. Tho Barish girl 
has been driven insane by inhuman 
treatment. 

The police record shows that dur- 
ing the past thirty days seventeen 
specific complaints of assault upon 
girls and women have boon made in 
this city. 



WOULD LIBIT RESPONSIBILITIES 



Subjects of Neutral States Taking 
Service With Combatants — Sup- 
plying of Arms 



The Hague, July 2G — Speaking today 
beforo tho committee which Is consid- 
ering tho duties of neutral states dur- 
ing warfare on land Brigadier Geo. B. 
Davis, of tho American delegation, de- 
clared that the United States associ- 
ated Itself with tho French proposal, 
which sets forth that a neutral state is 
only responsible for the action of its 
subjects if theso acts aro committed 
upon its own territory, that tho re- 
sponsibility of a neutral stato Is not 
involved hy tho fact that somo of its 
subjects take service with a belliger- 
ent, and that a neutral slate is not 
bound to prevent its subjects from ex- 
porting arms and ammunition for tho 
use of a belligerent. General Davis ac- 
cepted also tho principle of tho Gor- 
man proposal that a neutral stato is 
bound to prevent its subjects from en- 
tering tho service of a belligerent. 
Speaking beforo the committee on con- 
traband Rear Admiral Charles S. 
Perry explained the American opposi- 
tion to the proposal made by Great 
Britain to establish contraband. 

Almoro, tho Japanese minister to 
Holland and Denmark, has a communi- 
cated to Br. Tets von Goudrian, the 
Dutch minister of foreign affairs, the 
signing of the Japanese-Korean con- 
vention, replacing tho treaty of 1905. 
All the Japanese diplomatic represen- 
tatives abroad will make a similar 
communication to the governments to 
which they aro accredited.

Geneva, July 20— Henry Kuchmcl, 
of Now York, miraculously escaped 
deatli during a trip in the Alps. Ho 
slipped from a mountain top, but his 
body caught on a ledge forty feet be- 
low, overlooking a precipice, whore 
ho lay seriously injured for hours un- 
til rescued by ropes. 

Russian Mobbed in Persia 

Rosht, Persia, July 20. — A Russian 
subject had a narrow escape from 
death at tho hands of an Infuriated 
mob. Tho man is accused of tho mur- 
der of <i Persian. He was being con- 
veyed through the streets to tho court 
whon the crowd learned his identity. 
News of the occurrence came to tho 
Russian consul, who hurried to the 
scene and succeeded In rescuing the 
man from tho angry Persians with 
tho greatest difficulty.

FRIEND OF KOSSUTH 

Old Hungarian Patriot Passos Away at 
Philadelphia 

Philadelphia, July 26.— Col. Phillips 
Flgylmessy, Hungarian patriot and 
soldier of fortune and friend of Kos- 
suth and Garibaldi, is dead in this 
city. Ho was born in Budapest in 
1822, and early in life became inbued 
with tho revolutionary spirit. Ho 
served in the Hungarian war of in- 
dependence in 1S48-40 with Gen. 
Kosduth, In northern I Italy in lS. r >!>' 
with General Garibaldi, In Sicily and 
Naples In 1SG0. During the American 
war ho served an additional aide 
in tho U. S. regular army and was 
on the staff of Gen. Fremont as an 
inspector general 1802-05. For his ser- 
vices In tho U. S. ho was made con- 
sul to British Guiana In 1SS3, re- 
maining In otlico till 1SSS. While ho 
was making a now record for himself 
in America tho Austrian government 
set a prico on his head. 



Mrs. Leslio's Caso 

London, July 20. — Mrs. Josephine 
Leslie was today found guilty in tho 
Old Bailey on the charge of defraud- 
ing members of a well known family 
by falso pretences, and was sentenced 
to five years' penal servitude. It was 
her custom to represent herself as a 
friend of J. Plerpont Morgan, and de- 
clare that he guided her investments. 

The hearing of tho case was con- 
cluded in two hours. Mr. Morgan ap- 
peared in court and testified briefly 
that he did not know tho prisoner. 
Mrs. Leslie was arrested at Newmar- 
ket on July 4. She was formerly 
Josephine Eastwick, of Philadelphia. 
Sho married to a Mr. Leslie, an Eng- 
lishman, a little more than a year 
ago at Geneva, Switzerland. This 
union was of short duration. 

Counsel for Mrs. Leslie stated in 
court that tho prisoner was an Ameri- 
can, and that her maiden name was 
Mario Josephine Eastwick. Sho was 
sentenced In London on October 22, 
1901, to six mouths' Imprisonment for 
obtaining money under false pretenses. 
In passing sentence, the judge said ho 
thought Mrs. Leslie was of unsound 
mind, and that ho would refer tho 
case to tho homo secretary. 



ELECTRIC STORM VISITS 
WOODSTOCK DISTRICT 



Buildings , in City and Vicinity 
Struck by Lightning— Much 
Havoc Caused 



Woodstock, Ont, July 2G. — During an 
unusually severe electrical storm 
which passed over this district last 
night a great deal of damage was 
done. Barns delonglng to Charles 
Chambers, of Orel, Thomas Page, of 
Salford, and John Haycock, wero 
struck and consumed, with their con- 
tents. In Woodstock tho court house 
and Molsons bank wero struck, but 
not burned. Telephones wero put out 
of business, and trees blown down and 
crops damaged. 



EDMONTON NOTES 

Telephone Equipment — Effects of 
Bursting of Booms 

Edmonton, July 20. — Part of tho ma- 
terial for the Lormler automatic tele- 
phono system that is being Installed 
in this city will bo shipped by tho 
Canadian Machine Telephone Com- 
pany from Toronto, and will arrive 
here in a few weeks. Tho remainder 
of the machinery wdll bo shipped 
shortly. 

II. A. Craig, secretary of tho beef 
commission, lias received word from 
Commissioner Campbell, Mauitoba-s 
representative on the commission that 
the first sitting of the commission in 
Manitoba will take placo in Winni- 
peg on July 30th and 31st. 

The disaster which befel the great 
timber booms early on the morning 
of Juno 15 last has been far-reach- 
ing in Its consequences. An Immediate 
result was tho scarcity of lumber, but 
one of the remote effects has been 
to delay the arrival in the city of largo 
quantities of Alberta blue stone from 
the Western Lands and Mines Com- 
pany quarries up the river. Tho com- 
pany was relying on lumberman John 
Walters' steam launches for tho pur- 
pose of towing their scows up the river 
but Mr. Walters has required tho 
launches for his own transportation 
purposes In consequence of tho neces- 
sity of cutting more timber to re- 
place as far as possible that lost. The 
result Is that tho launches havo been 
running to Mr. Walters' limits, 100 
miles up the river and tho Western 
IJand and Mines Company's quarry 
mouth is blocked with stono ready to 
come down. 

Hon. W. T. Finlay, minister of agri- 
culture of Alberta, leaves tomorrow 
for Medicine Hat. Mr. Flndiay will 
spend two days at his home there, and 
will then leave with his family for 
Ireland. Mr. Finlay will bo absent 
two months on private business. 



Tho Iron Mine Strike 
Duluth, Minn., July 2G.— Unless con- 
ditions attending tho strike of oro 
miners becomes more aggravated than 
they are at present, stato troops will 
not bo called to Mesaba range. This 
was decided by Governor Johnson af- 
ter an inspection of conditions at 
llibbing Va, and Eveleth, the princi- 
ple towns In tho strike era. Whether 
the strike will bo settled soon de- 
pends In a largo measure on the ac- 
tion of tho conference between repre- 
sentatives of tho New Oro Handlers' 
union and railway Officials, It is be- 
lieved by those in close touch with 
tho situation that if tho corporation 
recognizes the new union and the men 
go back to work the miners' strilco 
will bo of short duration. 



Miners Returning to Work 

Duluth, July 2G.— striking miners re- 
turned In Increasing numbers today 
throughout tho range. At Chisholm 
this morning 200 Austrian and Monte- 
negrin miners who havo boon Idle all 
week, marched out to tho Monroe, 
Tenner and Glonn locations and went 
to work under a guard of citizens. At 
Hibblng all was quite today, and all 
tho mines report larger increases at 
stripping work No ore Is yot being 
shipped,

ENGLISH DIVORCE CASE 

Lord Bagot Sued by His Wife for Ro<

London, July 2G. — The divorce court 
today handed down a decree granting 
Lady Bagot, of Rugcly, formerly Miss 
Lillian May, of Baltimore, the restor- 
ation of her rights as a wife. Lord 
Bagot was sued on tho ground that 
his allowance to his wife of $1,000 
was not sufficient for her maintenance, 
and that of her baby daughter, Bar- 
bara. He left his wifo soon after tho 
christening of their child. It is un- 
derstood that Lord Bagot beforo hla 
marriage signed an agreement that all 
tho children born of the union should 
bo brought up in tho Roman Catholic 
With, but jurists hold that such a con- 
tract was not binding. Counsel for 
Lord Bagot announced today that de- 
fendant did not propose to resist the 
claim. In the event of Lord Bagot 
not obeying the decree of the court 
Lady Bagot will be in a position to sug 
for divorce on tho ground of deser- 
tion. 



SEVERE PRAIRIE STORMS 

Muoh Damage Done by Heavy Rain, 
Hail and Wind 

Winnipeg, July 26. — Disastrous 
storms swept over Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan Wednesday night and 
heavy damage is reported from many 
districts in loss of crops by hall, 
blowing down of farm buildings and 
injuries to people under falling tim- 
bers. 

In Winnipeg the storm approached 
tho severity of a cloudburst, and en- 
ormous damage was done throughout 
tho city by tho backing up of tho 
sowers into basements. Tho presses 
of tho Free Press wero put out of 
business by tho Hood, and the morn- 
ing paper was published' bn tho plant 
of a contemporary. Downtown hotels 
wero flooded and in tho wholesale sec- 
tion inestimable havoc was wrought 
to valuable stocks. Tho rain foil for 
hours in torrents. 

At Lyleton, a hailstorm which was 
the first in the history of the district 
did great damage to the crops, and 
blow over granaries and barns, more 
than five thousand acres of crop be- 
ing ruined. 

At Carlevale, Sask., hail and wind 
wrought serious damage to wheat 
while at Glen Ewen, Sask., many 
buildings wero overturned and sev- 
eral people hurt. A crowd of berry- 
plekors sought refuge in a houso 
which was blown over. Mrs. Frank 
Buller, Mrs. Shaw and her little girl 
suffered serious injuries. 

From many other districts como re- 
ports of havoc by the storm, which 
Is considered ono of the worst in tho 
history of the province. 



POLITICS IN PHILIPPINES 

i^pproachi of Election Finds Voter3 
Quito Apathetic 

Manila, July 2G. — Tho approach of 
the first Phlllpplno general election on 
July 30, when a Philippine congress 
will bo chosen, is marked by apathy 
throughout tho islands, In spite of 
the strenuous efforts made by the 
party leaders to bring out tho vote. 
It is estimated that tho total regis- 
tered vote Is less than sixty thousand. 

The completion of tho campaign is 
kaleidoscopic. Four months ago tho 
independent factions, which united 
under tho name "Nacltionalisto.s" ap- 
peared to contrlo the situation. The 
situation Is changed, however, and to- 
day any prediction would bo futile. 
Tho "Naclonallstns" have boon split 
by factional fights, and the chancos 
of tho Progressives seem to be good. 

Tho death sentenco passed upon 
Saky, Monlalon, Villafuerta and Bcv- 
ga for outlawry, wero confirmed by 
tho Supremo court today. This ac- 
tion in tho caso of Saky Is thought to 
signify tho political death of Domldor 
Gomez, il Nationalist loader. Gomez 
acted as the agent fo the government 
in inducing Saky and his followers to 
surrender, and he promised tho pco- 
plo that they would never be commit- 
ted.

Twontv-nlno anarchists, composing 
tho entire national convention of Ger- 
man socltlos, who woro placed on trial 
horo yesterday on the charge of hold- 
ing an Illegal open air mooting, woro 
acquitted by the court today.

PURE MILK RESULT 

New York's Figures Prove Value of 
Crusade 

New York, July 20.— The death rate 
In Now York city Is well below the 
mark of the corresponding period In 
inon. This decrease Is due to the 
steady, unrelenting, scientific war be- 
ing waged against disease of all kinds 
by the health department and by phy- 
sicians. There Is one cause of death 
which physicians cannot prevent. It is 
a cause that rests with the civil offi- 
cers of the city to check, so far as it 
lies within their power. This cause 
is the second in the deatli report. Tu- 
berculosis leads all. That is being 
fought with every effective weapon 
known to science. The week ended 
June 2!) had a smaller list of deaths 
from consumption than any seven 
days since April, namely 142. The 
next In numerical standing Is the vio- 
lent cause. Tills shows clearly the 
peril of a great city. The deaths from 
this cause for the week ended Juno 
29 were 120. Psychologists attribute 
the increase of violent deaths to heat, 
in the main. Heat Is supposed to re- 
lax the moral resistance power of per- 
sons. Their vigor Is likely to be re- 
laxed, and resistance is prone to be 
weakened. The result is death, where 
a fight for life might prevent fatality. 

The total number of deaths from 
sunstroke was sixteen, the number 
killed by man in his Inhumanity to 
man three, and the suicides thirteen. 
Ah was pointed out recently by Dr. 
Darlington, the health commissioner, 
heart trouble is taking away more and 
more victims. In the week reported 
the deaths were 107. 

The deaths among children five 
years of ago and below showed a de- 
crease which Is an evidence of the 
crusade conducted by the city in their 
favor. This year the deaths for tho 



week ending Juno 29 were 73. Last 
year for the corresponding week the 
deaths were 160. This means care, 
instruction of mothers, greater purity 
of mill; and education in the first rules 
of living. 

It has been frequently pointed out 
that contagious and infectious dis- 
eases decrease as the season advances 
toward the warm period. Dr. Gullfoy 
said recently tiiat this was not by any 
means due to the nature of the disease 
It was due to open windows and cir- 
culation of pure air. lie also said that 
as soon as the American public, 
whether recent arrivals from abroad 
or natives, begin to realize the hy- 
gienic value of puro air Die deatli rate 
from tile most pernicious diseases, 
now looked upon with horror by mo- 
thers, would be reduced in a great de- 
gree.

"For 
liivin's sake," the amazed Irishman 
asked, "do the C. P. R, bo owln* the 
very hours of the day in tills coun- 
try?"

Nothing was done with regard to 
the proposal to commence work upon 
the new redistribution of the water 
mains within tho city at last evening's 
session of the city council. 

The proposal is fathered by tho 
mayor and it receives tho favor of a 
section of tho council consisting of 
Aldermen Gleason and Meston, with 
Aid. Fullerton a supporter with reser- 
vations. 

it is opposed by what may yet prove 
to be a majority of the council which 
Is headed by Aid. Henderson, chair- 
man of the streets, bridges and sewers 
committee. Aid. Henderson believes 
that the sensible proposal is to build 
the reservoir which the expert lias ad- 
vised will be necessary on Smith's 
hill, to then connect it with the pre- 
sent source of supply with tho result 
that the present conditions wherein 
a shortage of water exists will bo al- 
leviated. Aid. Henderson has the sup- 
port of Aldermen Vincent, Hall, Hanna, 
and Ross. After a great deal of talk, 
When nearly every one of the aldermen 
present had declared his position, the 
mayor expressed his reason for in- 
troducing the bylaw. He thought that 
no harm would be done if the matter 
were left until after Wednesday when 
Is is thought, the privy council will 
deliver judgment with regard to the 
appeal of the Esquimau Waterworks 
Company against the judgment in fa- 
vor of the city in the Coldstream water 
case. 

The discussion was not without in- 
terest, however. At times there were 
short skirmishes between the mayor 
and Aid. Henderson, Aid. Vincent was 
not lacking with occasional pointed 
queries, while Aid. Hanna in the role 
of cynic was nothing if not senten- 
tious. 

Some sixty or seventy people pre- 
sent remained in the hall until the 
finale of the meeting in the hope that 
the investigation of the work of the 
tiro brigade at the recent conflagration 
would bo proceeded with. At the very 
end, Mayor Morloy announced that 
this would come up at a special meet- 
ing to bo held Tuesday evening next. 

At the very commencement of the 
discussion of the matter an opinion 
of tlio city solicitor's rendered the con- 
sideration of the bylaw useless for 
last evening at least. In accordance 
with the custom a petition had been 
circulated which signed by a num- 
ber of proprietors called -for a vote 
to bo taken . on tho redistribution 
scheme. The petitioners represented 
about one tentli of the assemble prop- 
erty in tho city, but towards the close 
of the afternoon a message was re- 
ceived from F. B. Pcmberton, asking 
that his name be struck from the peti- 
tion. The amount of property repre- 
sented by tho balance of the signers 
of tlie petition was too small and 
hence the opinion of the citv solici- 
tor. 

The mayor remarked: "It is a great 
pity and a great shame that the busi- 
ness of the council can bo checked by 
such thoughtless act on the part of a 
citizen. Ho could easily enough have 
let us know earlier in tho day when 
thero would have been little trouble 
in obtaining additional names. The 
sooner we can get this silly old cus- 
tom wiped out, the better it will be 
for Victoria." 

Aid. Hanna thought Mr. Pemberton 
was quite right. It would not do to be 
too hasty in the matter. 

Aid. Henderson thought it better to 
delay action in the matter for a few 
days. The affair had been sprung 011 
the aldermen a little too suddenly and 
It required careful consideration. He 
was not certain that tho redistribu- 
tion was the portion of the scheme 
that should be first proceeded with. In 
fact he did not think it should. There 
were three distinct parts to the 
scheme, the course, the redistribution 
and the reservoir. He thought tho 
latter should be the first matter dealt 
With. Tho reservoir would cost $99, 
000. Tho reservoir was absolutely 
necessary. It was necessary accord 
ing to the report of Expert Adams. He 
preferred Mr. Adams' judgment In this 
matter to that of the mayor. The 
council could complete the reservoir, 
connect It up witli the present source 
of supply and the present distribution 
system for a total outlay of less than 
$11)0,000, and the city would obtain 
immediate returns and an adequate 
service for the time being at least 

Aid. Fullerton expressed his full 
agreement with tho mayor in his 
scheme provided that in the event of 
the privy council matter being imme- 
diately settled, the mayor would pro- 
ceed at once to the question of a new 
source. 

Aid. Hall endorsed Aid. Henderson's 
stand but be did not think that the 
ratepayers would ratify any piece- 
meal scheme. Tne reservoir was ne- 
cessary and even with but Elk lake at 
their back the reservoir would in- 
crease tho power. Moreover, in the 
event of their going further afield, 
there would bo additional danger of 
interruption of the supply and the 
necessity for the. reservoir Increased. 
Willi a reservoir capable of holding 
from 12,000,000 to 13,000,000 gallons the 
main to the source need not be so 
big. 

Aid. Hanna — I suppose everyone is 
supposed to express his opinion wheth- 
er be votes in accordance with It af- 
terwards or not, as happened last Mon- 
day night when a number of ladies, 
ministers and so on were able to co- 
erce the council into voting with the 
mayor on the liquor question. Anyway, 
my opinion is this: You may secure 
your election for another term by car- 
rying through some such proposal as 
this, but you have got to draft a by- 
law Which will be accepted by a much 
smaller body of tho citizens, the 
property owners. I would suggest 
that you merely ask for funds to buy 
tho .necessary pipes anil it is my In- 
tention to Introduce an amendment 
to that effect. With regard to the 
matter I may say that Mr. Adams' re- 
port stated that if you Increased the 
size of the distributing pipes and left 
the head of the water the same, it 
would simply mean that the water 
would drain Into the pipes in the 
lower level and your supply of water 
up above would bo lessened. 



Aid. Verrlnder was Inclined to favor 
the reservoir schemo first, but ho 
thought tho entire matter should bo 
held over until after Wednesday. 

Aid. Gleason wanted the redistribu- 
tion system pushed forward. Tho cost 
of labor was increasing every day. 

Aid. Vincent — "Why Is the cost 
greater in tho present plan than It was 
according to Adams' report. Then it 
was ?10(i,()00. Now it is $250,000." 

To this Water Commissioner Ray- 
mur replied that it was' becauso the 
present plan Included more streets, the 
labor was higher and tho material was 
higher. 

Aid. Ross favored the redistribution 
scheme. Ho thought that one reservoir 
would not bo sufficient. Three would 
bo required. 

Aid. Vincent: "I'm a strong believer 
>i the reservoir idea." 

Aid. Meston: "i believe that tho re- 
distribution scheme should bo first 
proceeded with. With the pumps on 
the mains thero should bo ample wa- 
ter for the next ton or twelve years." 

Aid. Vincent scoffed at this and lie 
was equally unkind when Aid. Meston 
asserted that the .shrinkage was less at 
Elk lake than at any lake in the reg- 
ion. "If you would take a trln to Elk 
lake about the end of August," he re- 
marked, "It would do you good. It 
would open your eyes." 

Mayor Money then explained his po- 
sition. The fact that judgment would 
be delivered by next week somewhat 
altered the circumstances. Ho had 
thought that R would be November 
before any word would bo forthcom- 
ing. He pointed out that it would take 
ten months to get tho piping for the 
redistribution. Tills would bo paid for 
only upon delivery. He pointed out 
that there was not tho samo delay in 
connection with the material for the 
reservoir. It was already upon the 
scene. 

The mayor in proceeding attacked 
the reservoir idea. He did not think 
that It would prove satisfactory to 
Victoria owing to Ihe difficulty of get- 
ting a suitable elevation within tho 
city limits. Mr. Adams had under- 
stood tills. 

Aid. Henderson: "I don't think that 
this is correct. Mr. Adams never said 
any such thing," and this Mayor Mor- 
loy admitted, but lie alleged that he 
had read between the lines. 

Aid. Vincent asked Mr. Raymurwhy 
they did not borrow Ihe money for the 
proposed system upon tho security of 
the waterworks rales, but lie received 
the reply that these would sell for less 
than seventy-live cents In the condi- 
tion of the money market. 

Then it was decided to leave the 
matter over until Monday night, when 
further action will be decided upon. 

The first business before the coun- 
cil was the letter from S. Baxter, pro- 
vincial Inspector of boilers and ma- 
chinery, which has already been 
printed in the Colonist and which ad- 
vocates the installation of a pump at 
the city power house at the foot of 
Herald street from which mains would 
be laid to strategic points in the down 
town district. He suggests that mains 
should be laid as follows: 

A six inch main from the pump to 
Herald street up to Blanchard avenue 
but with three branches (a on Store 
street south to corner of John- 
son street or preferably on to Yates 
street by way of Waddington alley; 
(b) north on Government street as 
far as corner of Pembroke street; (c) 
a third branch to run south on Doug- 
las street as fan . as Johnson. The 
branches to have hydrants at the cor- 
ners of each block. The letter con- 
tinues: 

"A six inch main would supply wa- 
ter enough at each hydrant to connect 
four hose pipes to 'each, and if the 
pump gave moderate force of only 123 
pounds per square inch a good lire 
fighting service would always bo at 
hand." 

Aid. Fullerton immediately rose and 
expressed his gratification that the 
matter of lire protection from salt wa- 
ter mains had been brought up. He 
said that such a plan had been recom- 
mended before by the tire wardens 
but bad not been adopted on the score 
of expense. Their plan called for two 
electric pumps at a total expense of 
some $3:1,000. 

"But I am glad that It has been 
brought up again. Recent events 
have brought home to us the neces- 
sity of adopting some measures which 
will give protection at once even if 
later on we are able to develop a sys- 
tem which will render us independent. 
Wo .should provide protection in the 
meantime. I move that Mr. Baxter's 
letter lie on the table until we take 
up tho matter of the redistribution of 
the mains so that the opinion of the 
council on the whole business can be 
taken at once." 

Aid. Henderson— "1 tfiink Mr. Bax- 
ter's suggestions are well worth con- 
sideration, but I should like the ques- 
tion of a lire bout to lie considered 
also and I should like to move as an 
amendment that both suggestions 
should be referred to the tire war- 
dens, with instructions to report back 
to the council. Personally I think the 
tire boat the more practical sugges- 
tion. Such a boat that could go any- 
where up and down the harbor and 
command everything within a radius 
of three or four blocks from the wa- 
ter front would be much more effici- 
ent than the pump suggested. It. would 
require miles of mains to cover tho 
same amount of territory." 

Aid. Fullerton— "I would like the 
whole question gone Into at tho same 
lime, including thai of equipment. Wo 
have not got nearly enough equip- 
ment. We especially need an engine 
across the bay. If a, lire had slatted 
In that vicinity on Tuesday with the 
wind that was blowing the whole city 
would have gone." 

Aid. Vincent—"! don't think wo 
ought to lake up this question piece- 
meal. Tho lire wardens should lirst 
enquire into the conduct of the last 
lire before laying all the, blame on tin; 
water," 

Aid. Hall said (hat engines callable 
of pumping salt water were used else- 
where, but they needed slightly differ- 
ent equipment lo those now In use in 
Victoria. A powerful, properly equip- 
ped engine would be Invaluable. 

Mayor Morloy — "Thero are two 
ways of utilizing salt water, and I 
have seen them In use In other 
places. A stationary pump cannot 
pump water properly more than a 
thousand feet. Beyond that, either 
you must have a pressure that will 
burst tho hose or you will have no 
pressure at the nozzle. Thus at great- 
er distances the salt water has to be 
drawn through the fresh water mains. 
Tims it seems to me that salt water 
should not be used if there Is a pos- 
sibility of getting ample fresh wa- 
ter." 

The mayor went on to explain that 
some of tlie smaller cities used a de- 
vice whereby In case of need tho 
fresh water mains could be connected 
on to the salt, water supply, )mt that 
this method meant bad/ water for at 
least a week afterwards. 

A general discussion ensued during 
which the mayor echoed Aid. Vincent's 
wish, expressed earlier, that thero 
should be an enquiry into the way'ln 
which tho late lire, was conducted, lie 
said that Information had come to 
him from several sources which cer- 
tainly indicated that a proper enquiry 



should bo made and suggested that 
it be held next Tuesday or some date' 
earlier in the week. ' 

Finally tTio motion and amendment 
thereto were withdrawn and it was 
moved by Aid. Vincent, seconded by 
Aid. 'Henderson, that . all communica- 
tions on the subject should lie on the 
table. 

The following letter was read from 
the British Columbia Electric com- 
pany: 

Victoria, B; C, July 24, 1907. 
W. J. Dowfor, Esq., 

Clerk of Municipal City Council; 
Dear Sir. — I am duly In receipt of 
your favor of the 0th instant re 
changing lcoatlon of track in Sprlmr 
Ridge. 

There seems to be a slight misun- 
derstanding in this matter. The pres- 
ent route to Spring Ridgo is not sat- 
isfactory, neither to the. general pub- 
lic nor to ourselves, and, in endeavor- 
ing to better this, we thought it best 
to buy some property for a right of 
way between Caledonia avenue and 
Nonth Chatham street. In 'talking 
tho matter over with the city engineer, 
we understood that tho street grade 
for a small distance on Caledonia 
avenue had to bo lowered; and by run- 
ning our car lino along this short 
piece of street, then across our priv- 
ate property to North Chatham street 
the route to Spring Ridge terminus 
would be considerably improved and 
a better service given. If this ex- 
pense were incurred by our company 
with the sole idea of Improving the 
service for the residents of Spring 
Ridge, It would be impossible for us to 
agree, nnd do not think that the city 
should expect us to pay compensation 
t oresldonts upon a roadway, the 
grade of which the city decided to 
lower, and also agree to remove track 
from off our own private property at. 
any time, should tho city give us not- 
ice.

Aid. Henderson thought that in the 
circumstances the demand was quite 
reasonable and that the council should 
stand pat. This the council decided 
to do. 

Pcmberton & Son wrote complain- 
ing of the bnd condition of Brougbton 
street largely due to the fact that it 
was used as a hackstand. The clerk 
was directed to inform Pemberton & 
son that the matter had been referred 
to tho chief of police with instructions 
lo see that tho law governing such 
cases was being complied with. 

The monotony of the proceedings 
was here enlivened by the reading of 
a communication from E. M. Johnson 
complaining of an allege! ancient 
nuisance. Tho letter follows: 

Victoria, B. C, July 26, 1007. 

To His Worship, A. J. Morley, Esq., 
Mayor of Victoria, and the Board of 
aldermen of the municipality of the 
city of Victoria, B. C. 

Your AVorship and Gentlemen. — On 
the 15th instant I wrote you in unmls- 
takeablc terms calling your attention 
to the nuisance dangerous to the pub- 
ic health existing on the city prop- 
erty near the Reformed Episcopal 
church. 

I received a reply saying the letter 
had been referred to a committee. 

On the 20th I reported the matter 
to the Provincial secretary who in re- 
ply informed me, that in. future cer- 
tain offensive matter would be taken 
out to sea, instead of being dumped 
on the old spot. 1 
But today the old death dealing and 
foul smelling nuisance still exists, 
dispelling Its fever breeding germs in 
the neighborhood. 

Will you at once, transport a quan- 
tity of disinfectant to the spot; put 
it on the stink heap, and cover tho 
whole nuisance with clean, dry earth? 

One of our tenants has left, others 
threaten to go. It is only the mercy 
of a kind providence, that no cases 
of fever have arisen. 

Will you wait until scarlet fever 
develops, and when such a state of 
things Is known, should it unfortuna- 
tely occur, will you set back our city 
for ten years in the eyes of all health 
loving people? 

More than that, I ask you in all ser- 
iousness, will you after this warning, 
in case a death should happen through 
your neglect, be guilty of murder in 
the first degree, and will you take 
your punishment like men, for your 
culpability. 

The lire was bad enough. Its con- 
sequences will be saddled in due 
course- in the proper quarter. In 
stead of sitting down to punish again 
those who have already suffered, by 
making it more expensive for them 
to replace their losses, will you wake 
up to your duty. The lire was only a 
loss of property. 

Your supine hesitancy, your want 
of ordinary nerve, to carry out such a 
trifling measure of remedy as I ask, 
will cause a far greater loss, in fact, 
tlie loss of life itself.

The citv assessor reported that tlio 
petition protesting against the pro- 
posed Improvement of Mears street 
only contained 12 signatures represent- 
ing property assessed at $35,000, but 
that there were seventeen non-petition- 
ing property owners on tlie street rep- 
resenting $-17,000 worth of property, 
and that thus the petitioners were in 
tlie minority. On this showing tlie 
council directed that the Improvement 
be proceeded with as planned. 

John M. Richardson applied for tlie 
vacant position as tax collector. His 
letter was laid on the table to be taken 
up at the proper time. 

Mayor Morley suggested that, the 
volunteers who did such effective work 
at the fire should bo thanked by the 
council. He paid a, warm tribute 10 
their efforts and regretted that there 
were so many that it was impossible to 
mention them all by name. Ho re- 
ferred, however, to Major Curry as 
having been conspicuous in tlie work. 
Tlie mayor went on to suggest that 
it would be but right, and in accord- 
ance witli precedent to present a grat- 
uity to the soldiers, who did magnifi- 
cent work, and many of whom had 
suffered damage to their wearing ap- 
parel, Which it was not fair to expect 
them to bear. At ills suggestion It 
was moved and seconded that the fi- 
nance committee bo authorized to send 
a check for not more than $150 to the 
officer in command for distribution 
among the men, utter it had been as- 
certained just how many men took 
part. The mayor continued: 

I wish also to mention the conduct 
of Constables Headier and Pry. I 
never remember seeing greater pluck 
and endurance especially that on the 
part of the former. As other mem- 
bers of the force were at tho post of 
duty regulating traffic, It is not unfair 
to single out these two for. special men- 
tion to show our appreciation. 

"Tlie relief fund now amounts lo 
onslderably over a thousand dollars, 
ontrlhuted by a comparatively few 
persons, though I should add that I 
have been offered many donations 
which' I did not think needed and so 
refused. About all wo can do is to 
alleviate the. present necessities. We 
cannot recoup losses from the fire.

He 
did not think that the withdrawal of 
tlie name hart any legal effect as it 
was not dono in writing, and that any- 
how the whole Idea of tlie petition 
was only a wasto of tlmo and a mere 
useless 'formality, 

Aid. Hall was afraid that such n 
procedure, might subsequently give 
some one an opportunity to have the 
issue declared invaid, and Aid. Vincent 
wanted the whole matter laid over till 
Wednesday, when the decision of tho 
privy council in the water litigation 
would be known. Eventually it was 
decided to lay the petition on the table, 
take up the bylaw when reached in 
tlio regular order of business and get 
the additional signatures later. 

On a motion moved by Aldermen 
Cieason and Meston tlie assessor was 
instructed to prepare a report showing 
the buildings situated within tho tire 
limits which in tho interests of tho 
safety of the city ought to be torn 
down 



ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE 

New York Judge on Expedition Scoured 
in England 

London, July 2G. — -Justlco Vernon 
ML. Davis, of the New York supremo 
court, sittlns on the bench yesterday 
at tlie side of Mr. Justice Darling, In 
the Central criminal court, saw swift 
justice dealt to "Chicago May" Church- 
Ill and John Smith for the attempted 
murder of Edward Guerin, of Devil's 
Island fame. Asked his opinion of 
such expeditious justice, he said: "I 
have been profoundly impressed by 
everything I hnvo seen. The trial 
was conducted admirably, the cross- 
examination was exceedingly fine nnd 
tlio lawyers showed an excellent spir- 
it." 

•• "Do you think such a speedy trial 
will ever bo possible in America?" 

"No, under present circumstances. 
There are two principal considerations 
which militate against such celerity. 
The first of these Is In connection with 
tlio selection of a jury. In this re- 
spect. America Is the victim of ' her 
causes colobres- Everyone in Amer- 
ica reads the newspapers, not one, but 
many. When a sensational case arises 
like that of Nan Patterson or Thaw, 
tlio papers deal witli tlio whole mat- 
ter in the minutest detail long before 
the case is called. Tlio result of this 
Is that it is almost Impossible to get 
together twelve intelligent men who 
have not studied the cases and reached 
a judgment, unfitting them for service 
as jurymen. How different hero in 
England! Today's case had all tho 
elements of sensation, yet the, jury 
was selected in exactly threo minutes. 
There lias been a great crush of tho 
public to obtain admittance, but T saw 
no evidence of it. I saw no sketch 
artists, in fact, I could not distinguish 
Whether any reporters were present. 
In my opinion the only way to meet 
the jury problem in the United States 
Is to permit the presiding magistrate 
to select the jury, with, of course, the 
advice of tho counsel In tlio case."

, A by-law was introduced by Aid. 
Hanna at last evening's special .session 
of the city council increasing the area 
of the city lying within tho lire limits 
Tho northern border of the old limit! 
Is moved back from Herald to Pem- 
broke street, while from Flsguard t< 
Pembroke street on Douglas, tho flri 
limits will also include the 120 feet of 
land east of the eastern side of Doug 
las street. As Aid. Hanna pointed out, 
the committee could thereupon corn 
pel proprietors to build the fronts o 
their buildings of brick, which would 
not be so liable to take fire by sparks 
from tho west. 

Tho by-law as originally drawn up 
merely extended the limits to Oisonv 
cry street, but Aid. Fullerton, chair 
man of Ihe board of lire wardens, held 
out for the Inclusion of the block run- 
ning out to Pembroke street. He was 
getting after, he stated, tho British 
Columbia Marine .Shipbuilding yard 
The city solicitor added a clause 
which provided that tho by-law shall 
apply to all buildings commenced 
since the recent lire, and there were a 
great many questions and debates be- 
tween the various city officials present 
before the by-law was finally given its 
third reading. It wi',1 come up for final 
passing next Monday night. 

The tax by-law for 1007 was recon 
sldored and finally passed as was the 
waterworks loan by-law for S5.000 
The buildings by-law was laid over till 
last week, as It is possible that an 
amendment calling upon residents 
naint their roofs and to keen them 
free from moss, will be added. 



WOMAN'S SENSE OF HONOR. 

Her 'Special Code for Conduct Toward 
Her Husband. 

A well known American warder s 
to me: "I have been in prisons 
for men and in prisons for women. 
Discipline in the former is child's play 
compared with the latter. As soon as 
a man realises there is no use in r 
sistlng ho gives In. But the women, 
even when we put them in straitjai 
ets, always manage to extricate 
least one linger and to agitate that in 
a rebellious manner-" 

In the matter of conduct toward 
husbands and consideration duo to the 
"better half" there is an especial code 
of honor. It has the stability that, 
sanction by women of all countries 
gives it, but It does not resemble any 
code that a man would observe toward 
another man, nor which a woman 
would employ toward any human — ex- 
cept hor husband. This code includes 
the right to search pockets, consult 
notebooks, open letters, read those al 
ready opened. It includes the right to 
confound household and personal ac- 
counts, to use on self the money in- 
tended by the master of the house for 
paying bill's, This system is'noffri 
qucntly practised, perhaps, and less 
frequently admitted, no doubt, yet we 
remember one newly married woman 
who announced as a little triumph. 
"When I buy for myself something I 
don't like r just sell It to the house." 

The peculiar indulgence which tho 
conjugal state seems to call for as re- 
gards the weaker sex in matters of 
honor more or less delicate was thu 
strikingly summarized by a phllan 
thropist accustomed to all sorts and 
conditions of people. Among the poor 
whom she visited there was a woman 
who in a fit of rage or jealousy had 
killed a man. In relating to me tho 
case the philanthropist concluded sad- 
ly, "Yes, she killed him, and he wasn't 
even her husband."

Montreal, July 19. — Chevalier Mar- 
coni claims to have at last triumphed 
over all obstacles and to have estab- 
lished continuous wireless telegraphic 
communication between Glace Bay, on 
the Cape Breton coast, and Poldhu 
station In Cornwall. 

The inventor of tbo Marconi win 
less system reached Montreal yester 
day afternoon on his way to Englan I 
after carrying out the series of exper 
linents at Glace Bay by which he has 
satislierl himself that success ha 
last been achieved. Tho wireless 
^ messages were sent from Poldhu sta- 
I tlon to Glace Hay and from Glace Bay 
back again without interruption, tlx 
wizard himself directing operations, 
j Discussing the achievements of .he 
past few days on board the Allan 
steamer Victorian, In the presence ot 
Mr. J. D. Appe and Mr. Matthews, of 
the local wireless staff, Mr. Marconi 
said that one of the stations with 
which he desired to communicate, sit- 
uated on the extreme west coast of 
Ireland, was found to be not suffici- 
ently tuned to receive messages from 
this. side. "It is my intention." said 
the chevalier, "to return to England 
at once and instal tho necessary ma- 
chinery to make the transmission of 
wireless .messages for commercial pur- 
pose an accomplished fact between 
Ihe station In question and Glace Bay, 
When the proper machinery has been 
installed in the proper order, I shall 
return to Canada and perfect the ap- 
paratus at Glace Bay, so that both 
stations will be tuned up to the proper 
pilch." 

"Many messages," said Mr. Mar- 
coni, "have been sent to ; 
the Poldhu station in Corn 
Glace Bay (hiring my prcse 
Wo havo demonstrated bo 
added, "that wireless messages across 
the Atlantic were not only n possi- 
bility but a probability, and the exper- 
iments I have made this time have 
proved conclusively to myself that at 
last we havo crossed the bridge in- 
visible between the old world and the 
new." 

Ho added that ho expected to be 
back In Canada again very shortly, 
and after that will come the inaug- 
uration of commercial messages. 

The chevalier intimated that ho 
would not make any elaborate attempts 
to koop In comunlcation with the Can- 
adian stations while on board the

Victorian, but lie stated that he would 
test the presont apparatus to its full- 
est capacity, and would try nnd keep 
In communication with the land sta- 
tions on tills side as long as possible.

J 
will bo back again in a few weeks, 
and when Glace Bay is tuned up to 
the proper pitch, tho problem will 
have been solved of speedy and unin- 
terrupted communication across the 
broad Atlantic." 



WANTS A LANGUAGE 

Norway Parliament Passed Bill for tho 
Change 

Christiana, July 20. — Norway wants 
a new language. Tho national parlia- 
ment passed a bill authorizing the 
change, though It has not yet advertis- 
ed for bids or let the contract. Indeed, 
thero seems to be a disposition to make 
the new language out of old materials. 
This will be a great saving, which 
means some little to the country with 
tho slender purse of Norway. It seems 
that tho present written and spoken 
tongue of the country is made over 
Danish. There have been some very 
slight modifications in the pronoun- 
elation and the grammar, but Danes 
and Norwegians understand each oth- 
er at once, and the literature of the 
two countries is really a unit. But 
from time immemorial there have 
lurked in Norway many peasant dia- 
lects, dialects that vary so much that 
peasants from one end of tho country 
talk Greek to peasants in another end. 
These tongues are rich and racy they 
are alive, they smell of tho soil and 
they throb .with th e heart. 

WITCHCRAFT IN ENGLAND 

British Rural Charlatans and Their 
Ways 

"Well, you must see her, I suppose; 
but 'twon't be no good. She has been 
'overlooked,' and no doctor can do 
anything' for her." With these very 
words a doctor was greeted, a few 
days ago, when he came to see a Nor- 
folk farm laborer's ailing wife, says 
an article In "The London Globe." 
Three hundred years ago, the laborer, 
if not too much afraid, would have 
demanded the burning of the "witch" 
who had Inflicted illness on his wife; 
a century ago— perhaps fifty years 
ago— ho would not have been content 
until he had "drawn blood" from tho 
witch; today he knows that he would 
be punished If he scratched her face 
or stuck a pin Into her, so he passive- 
ly submits to the inevitable — his wife 
is "overlooked," and that is all there 
Is to bo said about it. "Her" who did 
it could, If she chose, break tho spell, 
or a "white witch," if there were one 
in the neighborhood, might have 
matched her cunning against that of 
tho "overlooker"; but the doctor's skill 
was useless, and his attention to the 
ailing one a waste of time. The be- 
lief In, and tho practice of, witchcraft 
are far more common than they are 
supposed to be, but ;they are things 
about whiph. the superstitious rustic 
Is visually silent; consequently, it Is 
generally tho doctor only, but occa- 
sionally the parson, who sometimes 
gets a glimpse into the curious stream 
of credulity and mystery flowing be- 
neath the surface of village life. 

One of the most puzzling features of 
this dark underworld of rural life is 
the character of the men and women 
who benefit by their neighbors' ignor- 
ance and superstition. Some of them 
are obviously Charlatans, who by 
"reading the cards" or by practising a 
crude kind of palmistry usually get 
themselves into trouble with the po- 
lice; but. many of them are as credu- 
lous as their victims. A "white witch" 
known to the writer is a quiet, peace- 
ably disposed old woman who, in cases 
of illness, loss of goods, or Inquiries 
Into tin; future, recommends one or 
another of a number of drafts, charms 
and spells she has collected from an- 
cient almanacs and herbals; because 
they are printed in books, she believes 
they must be efficacious. In her words, 
she "saw them In a book, so they must 
be true." More often the "wise wo- 
men" — for they arc rarely spoken of 
as witches — simply advise recourse to 
charms, spells or herb-decoctions 
which were commonly recommended 
or prescribed in the days of their 
youth, their special qualification for 
counteracting the designs of Ill-dis- 
posed persons — or "black witches" — 
being a protective memory. No one 
'•an charge such persons with being 
charlatans, for they act and advise 
without any intention to deceive. 
They in,, merely simple-minded, old- 
fashioned folk who have not outgrown 
i lie common beliefs nnd superstitions 
of their remote childhood. Very rarely 
do they do any harm, save by helping 
to perpetuate superstition and super- 
stitious practices. Occasionally they 
do good; for amid their foolishness 
thorn is sometimes a grain of sense, 
and among their simple prescriptions

soino are quite as beneficial as move 
complicated or more drastic remedies. 
"Cunning men" are less numerous 
than "wise women." Ordinnrily they 
are unscrpulous old men who have al- 
ways been averse to earning an honest 
living; but occasionally they, too, are 
inoffensive old fellows who, like the 
"white witches," believe in the charms 
and remedies they recommend. 

Perhaps the most common form of 
supposed witchcraft still in vogue in 
out-of-way rural districts is tho be- 
lief of the Evil Eye. The worst feature 
of tho Evil Eye, in the opinion of 
uho spurscl'ilous (rustic, is that its 
baneful powers may not only be pos- 
sessed by a resident witch, but also 
by a casual visitor or ill-nutured 
tramp or gypsy, in which case the in- 
flictor of the evil may not bo acces- 
sible when stops would lie taken to 
remove It. A woman who has tho 
Evil Eye. Is generally supposed to be 
capable of causing wasting aliments, 
not only In men, women and children, 
but also In domestic animals, such as 
cows and pigs. Only a few months 
ago an old broomstor believed himself 
a victim of the Evil Eye because his 
only donkey, an ancient animal, began 
to exhibit signs of senile decay, and 
a special journey was made to a 
neighboring village in order that a 
"wise woman" might be consulted as 
to how tho donkej' might be set on its 
legs again. "She wor a gypsy as did 
It," said the old man. "She wanted 
me to let her have some brooms a 
penny a dozen cheaper than I asked 
for them, and because I wouldn't she 
"overlooked" my dickey (donkey)." 

The aid of "white witches" and 
"cunning men" is sought when money 
has been lost or some valued, posses- 
sion has been mislaid; occasionally 
when a child has wandered away from 
home or news is wanted of a missing 
friend. Assistance In such matters, it 
would seem, must be very difficult to 
render; but if half the stories told of 
remarkable recoveries of lost children 
and money be true, some of the coun- 
try witches and wizards must be in- 
genious persons. 



SPIERS AND POND 

Great London Company Has to Re- 
duce its Capital. 

The shareholders in Messrs. Spiers 
& Pond, Limited, yesterday met and 
resolved to write no less than £480,- 
000 off the share capital of the com- 
pany. 

Tho proposal was made by a com- 
mittee of the shareholders, who point- 
ed out that a large portion of the cap- 
ital of the company was absolutely 
lost, and that in order to reinstate the 
company in a sound position it war, 
necessary to write off the sum refer- 
red to. 

In order to effect the reduction tho 
committee proposed a scheme which 
they described as equitable to both 
classes of shareholders. They sug- 
gested that the preference sharehold- 
ers should give up their arrears of di- 
vidend, amounting to £52,500, nnd ex- 
change their .Cl (I shares for six £1 
cumulative preference shares, carry- 
ing dividend at G per cent., and four 
ordinary shares of £1 each. The or- 
dinary shareholders were to bear tho 
loss of tiie iMSO.000 by the writing 
down of their present £10 shares by 
£« per share, and giving them in ex- 
change two £1 ordinary shares. 

Tho scheme was not carried without 
much vigorous criticism. Mr. Ding- 
wall, a member of tho committee, In 
commending It to the meeting men- 
tioned that tho board themselves 
would bo very heavy losers, as they 
were very largely interested in the 
ordinary shares. The scheme was tho 
best that could be put before the 
company. He hoped that tho commit- 
tee would be able to do something to 
strengthen the board, or the manage- 
ment, if the shareholders would re- 
elect them (the committee) for a fur- 
ther period. 

The adoption of the scheme was 
seconded by the chairman of the com- 
pany (M. Cremieu-Javal.) who con- 
soled the shareholders by pointing 
out that they were only following In 
tho footsteps of other companies in 
tho licensing trade, which was 
throughout the country In an unpre- 
cedentedly depressed condition, Tho 
scheme was absolutely fair, he said, 
to both classes of shareholders. 

One of the shareholders, however, 
described it as a crime, and an out- 
rage to tiie ordinary shareholders. In 
1S!)7, tho ordinary shares had stood at 
£2S 7s. 0d.; 1007, at £7 5s.; but now 
they could hardly see the price with 
a microscope. Another shareholder 
Insisted on knowing where the lass 
had been made — a question, however, 
which it was thought inadvisable in 
the interests of the company to ans- 
wer. Tiie whole scheme, said this 
gentleman, was In the interests of tho 
preference shareholders. 

Another gentleman complained of 
gross mismanagement, and urged tho 
board, if It could not be original, 
copy tho methods of other catering 
concerns which were successful. He 
moved as an amendment that tho ca- 
pital of tho company should not be 
interfered with for twelve months and 
that new blood should be brought on 
to the board. 

"Let us either lose all or win!" ex- 
claimed a shareholder, in seconding 
the amendment. 

Tilt; amendment was eventually de- 
clared to be out of order, and the 
scheme, together with the re-election 
of thi- committee, was carried. The 
retiring directors were also reappoint- 
ed.

Professor Harry Augustus Garfield, 
of Princeton University, has been 
chosen president of Williams College, 
to succeed the Rev. Dr. Henry Hop- 
kins, who has been the head of that 
institution since January, 11)02. The 
selection of Professor Garfield as 
President Hopkins' successor was made 
by the trustees after months of con- 
sideration and Professor Garfield was 
chosen partly on the recommendation 
of President Hopkins. Professor Gar- 
field is the eldest son of James A. 
Garfield, twentieth president of the 
United States, and was born October 
11, 1S63, at Hiram, Portage County, 
rib in. He was graduated from Wi l- 
liams College in 1SS5, studied law at 
the Columbia Law School, and then 
went abroad and spent a year at Ox- 
ford and the Inns of Court in London. 
On June 11, USR, he married Miss 
Belie Hartford Mason, of .Mentor, 
Ohio, and the same year began law 
practice in Cleveland. He rapidly be- 
came prominent in the commercial and 
railroad business of Cleveland, and 
was at one time president of the 
Cleveland Chamber of Commerce. 
Since December, 1903, he has been 
professor of politics in Princeton Uni- 
versity He Is an intimate friend of 
ex-President Cleveland and Is popular 
at Princeton.

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L INFLUX OF JAPANESE 

Tiiere is considerable, quiet excite- 
ment In . Vancouver over tho arrival 
of tho 1,200 Japanese, whose presence 
on tho Kumeric was noted In this 
paper some days ago. There Is no 
doubt about there being more to fol- 
, low. Mr. R. G. Macpherson, M.P., 
says that he is going to Ottawa to see 
what can be done to check this Inva- 
sion of Orientals. The situation is 
one of very great difficulty. To the 
ordinary white man it appears high- 
ly objectionable that there should be 
freo entry to people from the Orient. 
It may be that the danger Is more 
apparent than real. The recent ar- 
rivals are from the Hawaiian Islands. 
As far as we know there is not much 
direct immigration from Japan to this 
country. The course of events In Korea 
indicate that the Japanese government 
may wish to stimulate emigration to 
that country. In which event the sur- 
plus, which would find Its way across 
the Pacific, might not be large. AA 
the same time, we have to keep In 
mind that conditions have been 
changing in Japan. If the govern- 
ment of that country was over able 
to tell the people where they should 
or should not go, we do not think that 
such a state of things obtains any 
longer. The Japanese, like the na- 
tives of southern and central Europe, 
are lured by the bait of high wages, 
and we greatly doubt the ability of 
tho Japanese g-overnment either to 
keep its subjects at home, or divert 
the stream of emigration to Korea, as 
long as it Is known that plenty of 
work at good wages can be obtained 
in Canada. Therefore, we do not hope 
as much from the action of the Ja- 
panese government as might have 
been looked for a few years ago. 

When it comes to the adoption of 
a policy of exclusion wo are face to 
face with another set of conditions. 
Japan is our ally and Japanese have 
certain treaty rights in the British 
Empire. It Is not very easy to devise 
a plan whereby the right of free en- 
try Into this country can be taken 
away without interfering with the 
provisions of the treaty. Mr. Bowser 
made an attempt during the last ses- 
sion of tho legislature to put up a 
barrier. It failed, and there is hardly 
any doubt that its failure was due to 
the action of the Dominion govern 
ment. We do not claim to be ad 
vised of the facts, but we venture the 
statement that this will be found to 
bo tho case. If the papers ' are ever 
brought down. There can hardly be 
any doubt that the Imperial Parlia- 
ment would consider itself stopped 
by the treaty from legislating for 
tho exclusion of Japanese from any 
part of the Empire. Canada has ac- 
cepted tho treaty, and it is not ap- 
parent how, In view of this, tho Do- 
minion Parlia7nent can pass any. such 
legislation. By the terms of the Brit- 
ish North America Act Immigration 
is expressly placed under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Dominion Parliament, and 
hence wo do not see what the local 
legislature can constitutionally do. 
Of course if the legislature should 
pass an Act, which, while not dealing 
with immigration as such, would yet 
practically bar Oriental immigration, 
and it should not be disallowed at Ot- 
tawa, It would be the law of the land. 
But unfortunately if such an Act were 
passed, the Japanese government 
would immediately protest to the 
Home government, and there would 
be very little chance of such a mea- 
sure receiving the royal assent. 

We are mentioning those matters 
just as they occur to us. \Y> fully 
appreciate the undoslrabillty of per- 
mitting the Dominion, and especially 
tho western part of. to be overrun by 
.Tnpaneso. As wo look at it no ques- 
tion of racial superiority is involved. 
The two peoples will not mix. AA'e 
do not know that It is in the Interest 
of either that they should mix. It 
would be easy to write a tirade upon 
the subject, but that would do no 
good. Tho first thing to do towards 
solving a problem is to endeavor to 
understand it, and that is all we are 
trying to do at present. 



THE HAYWOOD TRIAL 

As the Colonist looks at tho matter, 
the verdict in the Haywood case is 
not a very material matter, except to 
the people directly concerned In the 
result. The machinery of the courts 
of Idaho, like our own, requires that 
twelve men shall agreo as to the 
guilt of an accused person, and whilo 
tho ability of tho jurors in this case 
to form a conclusion must necessar- 
ily be better In some respects than 
that of outsiders, their decision 
will not be accepted generally as In- 
fallible. Suppose that the jury finds 
that tho accused is guilty, no one will 
suppose for a moment that tho Western 
Federation of Miners will consider the 
verdict a proper one, and if ho should 
bo declared not guilty thcro are thou- 
sands of people, who have read tho evi- 
dence, who will believe that Justlco 
lias not been done. Under the evi- 



dence, the attitude of the great maj- 
ority of tho people would be well ex 
pressed by the old form of Scotch vor 
diet: "Not proven." People who have 
taken only a casual Interest In the 
trial will be likely to accept the verdict 
as correct, whatever way it may go 
•but unfortunately '.these peopleJ are 
not of the class to whom we must look 
for a solution of the problems out of 
which the murder and the trial arose 
We do not know that any news 
paper Is called upon to express an 
opinion as to what has been establish 
ed by the evidence. Any' reader who 
has read tho reports from day to day 
is quite as capable of reaching a just 
conclusion as any newspaper writer, 
and we do not feel called upon to en 
ter into discussion of tho balance of 
probabilities. We have certain facts, 
one of which Is that a wholesale ser 
lea of murders have been committed 
under circumstances, which show 
cither that there was some guiding 
mind behind them all, or that they 
were committed because of some prin- 
ciple recognized as binding upon the 
murderers. Of the crimes and the mo- 
tives leading up to them, the Wes- 
tern Federation of Miners may be as 
innocent as an unborn babe, but the 
crimes cannot be denied and this be- 
ing so, It seems to us that the Wes- 
tern Federation and all other labor 
organizations are called upon to exert 
all their Influence In such directions 
as will render it no longer supposnblc 
by their worst enemies that they re- 
gard murder as one of their weapons. 
It will not be enough that Haywood 
shall escape conviction; It will not be 
enough that in the opinion of tho Jury 
no responsibility direct or indirect 
rests upon the Federation for tin 
crimes referred to. That body must. 
If it is to play n useful part In the 
social and economic conditions of Am 
erica, adopt such lines of action a 
will place it absolutely above suspic 
ion. And Its duty In this regard will 
be none the greater if Haywood In 
found guilty than if he is declared In- 
nocent or tho jury should disagree. 

But it Is not only the Western Fed- 
eration Unit is in trial. The mine 
owners have been arraigned before tho. 
bar of public opinion, and it makes no 
difference that they are men who Mt 
In their otllces and manage their 
properties. The public have learned 
that, when self-interest is thrown into 
the scale, there is little or no differ- 
ence between the man who works with 
his coat on and the man who takes 
his off. To what extent the mine own- 
ers have contributed to the produc- 
tion of the conditions out of which 
the murders have arisen may be un- 
certain. Whether or not they were 
engaged in a conspiracy to secure the 
conviction of Haywood Is only an 
incident, just as the guilt or innocence 
of Haywood is only an incident. There 
is something exceedingly "rotten in 
the state of Denmark," and we decline 
to believe that the fault all rests with 
the miners. If after this prolonged 
trial has been concluded there is not 
a searching of hearts on the part of 
employers as well as the employed, 
the deeds of violence, which have 
shocked the people of America will be 
repeated on a vastly larger scale. 



RAIL CONNECTION. 

In Sandford Fleming's report made in 
1877 occurs the following paragraph: 
"If it Is considered of paramount im- 
portance to carry an unbroken line of 
railway to one or more of the harbors 
on the western coast of Vancouver 
Island, and there is a likelihood that 
this project will, regardless of oost, 
hereafter be seriously entertained, then 
Route No. becomes of the first Im- 
portance, and really the only one open 
for selection." 

This is a very Interesting statement 
just now, when some people are seek- 
ing to decry the Bute Inlet Route, 
which is the No. fi mentioned in the 
report. Wo are told that the route 
was only a "fad" of Marcus Smith; 
also that Its cost would be prohibitive. 
Yet here we have the greatest author- 
ity on railway construction that Can- 
ada has ever had. the present Sir 
Sandford Fleming, a man whose opin- 
ion is respected in two continents, toil- 
ing us that such a connection, evon 
with the feature of unbroken rails, 
that Is, with all the bridges, may have 
to be seriously entertained. Tills was 
thirty years ago, and yet there are 
people who assert that it is too soon 
t> consider such a connection even 
though it is proposed to eliminate the 
bridges for the present.

Tho descriptive matter is 
as follows: "From Elk Bay or Otter 
Cove a railway could be carried* to 
Esquimau, or to a much nearer point, 
Albernl at the head of the Albernl 
Canal, possibly to Nootka or perhaps 
with still greater ease to Quatslno 
Sound. Compared with Esquimau the 
latter has the advantage of being fully 
200 miles nearer the Asiatic Coast."

The recent l;ihor dis- 
turbances and the trouble over Chinese 
labor have caused a drop In profits, 
There bus been a collapse In the Siber- 
ian mines, while in Australian stocks 
tho failure of the plans of tho Zinc 
Corporation and the Deep Leads have 
had a bad effect. This has affected the 
British Columbia shares unfavorably, 
and I." Hoi and Lo Hoi Two have slump- 
ed owing to the depressed condition of 
the market. The unfavorable condition 
of mining In South Africa. Siberia and 
Australia should turn the attention of 
British Investors to British Columbia. 
Here the mines are producing more ore 
and making larger profits than ever In 
their history. Tho conditions for min- 
ing nn; better here than In any of the 
countries In which the British investor 
has Interests, the laws are favorable 
to mining, wood and water are plenti- 
ful, and Its means of transportation so 
vital to mining, ore Improving. The 
rtgent general of the province In Lon- 
don should not miss the present oppor- 
tunity of calling attention of the min- 
ing Investors of Croat Britain, and par- 
ticularly of London, to the splendid field 
for exploitation that Hps In this pro- 
vince, Rosslund, the Boundary. East 
Kootenay. Slocan and the Slmllkameen 
have all demonstrated that tho mines of 
British Columbia are of the sort that 
yield dividends for a long time. They 
ore .lust tho sort tlmt appeal to the 
British Investor who desires til put his 
money Into something that will pay lilrri 
good Interest for a long time. The 



merits of our mines are forcing them- 
selves on the people of Groat Britain, 
■ i such a favorable way that It 
should not be long before the mines of 
this province should have their Inning 
on the British market the same as Aus- 
tralia and South Africa have. It Is cer- 
tain that a period of great activity in 
mining is not far away. — Rossland 
Miner. 



Tho All-Hcd Line. 

Should later advices confirm the news 
from England that the Imperial govern- 
ment cannot see its way clear to under- 
take Its share of tile heavy expenditure 
Involved in the provision of an "All Bed" 
line, general regret will be felt through- 
out Canada and Australia. In this in- 
stance, at nil events, the overseas do- 
minions cannot tiu moused of making 
any demand upon tb ) authorities at 
homo Which they an not prepared lo 
support with liberal grants on their own 
side. The proposal for the line was made 
by Canada, was, In fact, the great 3bn- 
tilbution of Sir Wilfrid Laurier to the 
imperial conference!, and was enthusi- 
astically endorsed by Australia and New 
Zealand, all three countries undertaking 
a large proportion of the expense. In 
this as in other matters the United 
Kingdom must take Its own course, hut 
It is permlssable to point out that the 
present heads of affairs there are losing 
an opportunity which may not recur. 
There is at this time a splendid opening 
for the development of trade on the Pa- 
cific in British bottoms. an opening 
created by the failure of vessels operat- 
ing from San Francisco to furnish the 
service required, it Is not at all likely 
that our neighbors wlll»not long permit 
this condition lo continue.

As we have already re- 
i Cnnad», Australia and Now 
Zealand are ready to do their share, and 
it Is Indeed unfortunate that what can 
only be characterized as a want of fore- 
sight in the Imperial sense prevents the 
home government also from nutting its 
shoulder lo this particular wheel. We 
can only hope that since the report giv- 
en out has not yet been officially ap- 
proved, public opinion In the ,1 | coun- 
try will bring some Influence to bear 
upon Sir Henry Cnmpbpll-Bnnnerman 
and his colleagues, and that If the en- 
tiro scheme cannot be adopted we shal' 
at least he given "an instalment looking 
towards the larger policy." — Vancouver 
World. 




Some Familiar Phrases 

The origin of many a political phrase 
Is oft lost sight of by those who use 
and those who bear it. Oar friends 
the people of the United States .-ire tond 
of boasting that they have added many 
a new expression to the ICuglish lan- 
guage, but when it comes down to those 
savings which "are as familiar as house- 
hold words" it Is found that after all 
old Mother England the cradle of the 
race has given birth to tho greater num- 
ber of these epigrams. British orators 
from time Immemorial have been strik- 
ing phrase coiners. 

"The greatest happiness to the great- 
est number" first appeared in a. pamph- 
let written by Dr. .los.nb Priestly In re- 
ply to Edmund Burke's rellcetlons on 
the French revolution. 

The late Lord Derby originated the 
phrase "A leap in the dark." in 1867 in 
reference to the bill Which established 
household suffrage; and he was also 
the author of the expressive term, 
"Meddle and muddle." 

Prom Dr. Joseph Holt. Bishop of 
Exeter, far back In the seventeenth cen- 
tury, came "One half of the world 
knows not how the other half lives.' 

Clever, comprehensive and vigorous 
Disraeli's political sayings easily readi- 
ed beyond the needs of his time. "Ke- 
actlon is the consequence of a nation 
waiting from its illusions." met con- 
ditions In l Sis. 

Eleven years later he was ready to 
declare "Finality is not the language 
of politics.'" And as a nation or politi- 
cal diversity of expression we catch the 
significance of his "Party is organized 
opinion." 

But Disraeli's most popular phrase 
was "Pence with honour." which lie coin- 
ed to emphasize the concessions to 
England by the Berlin congress of 1S7S. 
where he and Lord Salisbury covered 
themselves with glory. 

An amusing story Is told in connec- 
tion with the national joy created by 
the incident. In the course of a polit - 
cal lecture, illustrated with stereoptl- 
can views In a country village, por- 
traits of Lord Baconsileld and Lord 
Salisbury with the words "Peace with 
honour." were thrown upon tho screen. 
An old lady among tho auditors Inno- 
cently Inquired, "Which Is Peace?" 

A misquoting of a saying which has 
persisted for almost two centuries Is 
the one ascribed to Sir Walter Wnl- 
pole: "Every man has his price." What 
ho really said in stormy denunciation 
of tho opposition in tho House of Com- 
mons, was, "All these men have their 
price" The wider application has been 
the heritage of all political animosity 
slnee.

Ottawa Said To Be Considering 
a Strange Request From 
Vancouver 



ORGANIZED LABOR IS AROUSED 



Reported in Terminal City That Post 

Office Department May Act on 
i ' the Suggestion 



I Vancouver, July 25. — The Japanese 
of Vancouver have made a demand up- 
on tho postmaster- general for the es- 
tablishment of an exclusively Japan- 
ese post otlice in this city — an office to 
bo manned and served by Japanese, 
for the solo use of tho Japanese popu- 
lation of Vancouver and vicinity. 

Not only has this demand been 
made, but to tho minds of tho few 
people In Vancouver who are aware 
of the fact tho most astonishing part 
of the whole business is that the 
post office department appears to bo 
willing to act in full accordance with 
the Japanese demand. 

"That the Japanese should seek to 
Iulto tho taxpayers of Canada pay for 
special privileges to them does not as- 
tonish mo very much, as I have some 
knowledge of their aggressive charac- 
ter," said a man who has considerable 
business with tho Japanese, "but it is 
rather a cause of wonder that the 
post office department should even 
consider such a preposterous request. 
/Why, with her immense cosmopolitan 
population the United States nover es- 
tablished separate post offices or gave 
special privileges to any of the var- 
ious races which her borders harbor." 
i In the opinion of R. G. Macpherson, 
M» P., the federal government can per- 
emptorily stop the Japanese invasion 
by merely invoking tho authority of 
section SO of the Dominion Immigra- 
tion Act, which states that: 
i "The governor-in-council may, by 
proclamation or order, whenever he 
considers it necessary or expedient, 
prohibit the landing in Canada of any 
specified class of immigrants, of which 
duo notice shall be given to tho trans- 
portation companies."

Whitohorso Star: The editor has 
just visited a number of the mining 
properties of the local district and to 
him, as to all others, what ho saw in 
tho lino of development and the work 
of actual mining was a mighty revela- 
tion. 

Tho first mine visited was tho Graf- 
ton, where tho managing owner, Robt 
i^owe, is carrying on operations on a 
afternoon have a ' flgantic scalo with Tom Kerruish as 
foreman. From half drifts on a 52- 
toot level in the mine an average of 
■jU tons is being hoisted by means of a 
r team Winch every day. Of this ore 
from 30 to 40 tons is being daily haul- 
ed to tho depot at this place for ship- 
ment to the Tyco smelter. 

At tho Grafter several new buildings 
are being erected for tho accommoda- 
tion of the men. The buildings are 
large and commodious and will furnish 
excellent quarters for the men in the 
winter. 

Tho opening of the Grafter is reveal- 
ng vast bodies of high grade ore and 
the fact that no sorting is being done 
but the mino run Is being shipped is 
sufficient evidence of tho richness of 
tho property. 

The Arctic Chief. 
At tho Arctic Chief mine, tho prop- 
erty of tho Arctic Chief Copper com- 
pany, a largo amount of work is being 
done in drifts and crosscuts at the end 
of tho main tunnel which now pene- 
trates the mountain a distance of 
about 250 feet. Here vast ore deposits 
aro being opened, mined and placed on 
the dumps from which about 12 tons 
are being hauled to the depot daily 
for shipment. Manager W. J. Elrnen- 
dorf and foreman R. F. Jones are both 
mining men of years of experience and 
under them the Arctic Chief is rapidly 
being proven to bo a mine possessing 
fabulous wealth. 

New quarters for a large force of 
men have lately been completed at the 
Arctic Chief and work will bo pushed 
as rapidly as possible. 

The Best Chance mine, owned by the 
same company, is being opened up In 
half a dozen or more places and is, 
in tho opinion of many, the most prom- 
ising of all tho partially developed 
local properties. 

Tho Pueblo. 
At Byron White's famous Pueblo 
property thcro is not, strictly speaking, 
a mine. It is a veritable quarry 
mountain of ore where fully 250,000 
tons aro already in sight, cleai 
blocked out and ready to be knock 
down and handled. Experts agree that 
nover in mining history has such an 
immense ore body been so distinctly 
revealed as on tho Pueblo. 

Foreman C. P. Scale has .1 force of 
sovo nmen at work stripping off 
ground fro mtho oro body which is as 
yet of unknown magnitude. Bast 
winter about 1,500 tons of ore were 
stripped from the Pueblo and that am- 
ount could now bo shipped every week 
for months to come without materially 
diminishing the visible sunpply. 

It is but justlco to tho Yukon gov- 
ernment to state that tho new road 
constructed by it last fall from the 
Copper King to the Pueblo is beyond 
all doubt the best pleeo of road work 
ever performed in tho Yukon territory. 
The Copper King. 
At tho Copper King mine, owned by 
the Pennsylvania Syndicate, all is ac- 
tivity and bustle, Marc II. Gillman is 
in charge of the mining operatliona as 
foreman and has a largo force of men 
not only taking out oro from numerous 
shafts and tunnels, but also sinking 
new shafts, running drifts and cross- 
cuts in tho work of blocking ore. A 
compressor which operates five drifts 
arrived last week for the Copper King 
and will bo installed in a few days. A 
core drill for prospecting will also bo in 
operation soon.

Vancouver, July 26.— Hon. IC Morl- 
kawa. Japanese Consul here, docs not 
regard the Japanese Invasion with 
ravoh Ho expressed himself very 
freely when discussing the matter to- 
day. 

"When intimation was first receiv- 
ed that thcro was to bo an exodus of 
lapaneso from Hawaii to British Co- 
lumbia, strong representations wore 
made to the Japanese imperial gov- 
ernment," said Mr. Morlkawa- "The 
homo authorities agreed with me that 
the movement was unwise, and in- 
structed mo to co-opcrato with tli«j 
Japanese consul-general at Honolulu 
In adopting every measure possible to 
prevent any of tho Japanese laborers 
from removing to British Columbia, 
Many cablegrams have been exchang- 
ed during tho past month in regard to 
the subject between here, Honolulu 
and Tokyo. In endeavoring to stem 
the movement — In' fact to nip it In 
the bud — we had tho active co-opera- 
tion of the Sugar Planters' asssciation 
of Hawaii. 

"Who is behind the movement?" 
added the consul repeating the ques- 
tion. "I am as much in tho dark 
about it as yourself. According to 
the newspapers the export of Japan- 
ese laborers from Honolulu to this 
port is being engineered by a white 
man, aided by certain Japanese board- 
ing house keepers in Hawaii. From 
first to last I acted-ih -what I consid- 
ered to be in the. best interests of my 
countrymen. In a cable I sent to 
Honolulu just before the Kumeric 
sailed I Intimated -the unlikelihood of 
tho newcomers securing employment 
here. My advice was transmitted to 
the intending immigrants, but seems 
to have been completely disregarded. 
In every step I have taken I am act- 
ing with tho full knowledge and ap- 
proval of tho Japanoso imperial gov- 
ernment. 

"Of course, tho individual Japanese 
away from home, can do as he pleases, 
and all Japanese consuls aro able to 
do is to tender good advice." 

"How do you regard* tho agitation 
here to exclude Japaneso from Can- 
ada?" asked tho Province. 

"Well. I don't regard It seriously," 
replied Mr. Morlkawa, speaking slow- 
ly and deliberately, as though choos- 
ing his words. "I cannot Imagine that 
the Dominion government, in view of 
tho broader Issues involved would ever 
be guilty of so distinct an act of un- 
friendliness." 

R. Marpolo, general executive as- 
sistant of tho C. P. R„ today gavo out 
categorical denial of the allegation 
made last night at n meeting of the 
Japanese Exclusion League that his 
company had entered Into contracts 
with two companies for the Importa- 
tion of twelve thousand Japanese ' to 
British Columbia for railway work 
Within the next six months. 

"There is absolutely no truth 
whatever in the statement," declared 
Mr. Marpolo today, "and you may say 
that I give an unqualified ' denial to 
the report. The C. P. R. has never 
entered into any such an arrangement, 
and has not the slightest intention of 
replacing its white inaintenance-of- 
way employees with Japanese— such a 
proposal would be absurd." 

Capt. C. Gardiner Johnson, president 
0/ the Canadian Xlpon Supply com- 
pany, a corporation engaged in gen- 
eral trade between Canada and Japan, 
denied that Ills company had any con - i 
tracts with the C. P. R. or any other! 
corporation for the importation of 
Japaneso labor. This company 1ms 
been mentioned as ono of those hav- 
ing contracts with the C. P. R. 

"No such contract exists between 
our company and the C. P. R., said 
Capt. Johnson when Interviewed to- 
day. "You may state us emphatically 
as you can that our company lias no 
contract with tho C. P .R. for twelve 
thousand, or for even a single Jap- 
anese laborer. 1 f the labor men would 
only think tho matter over for a mo- 
ment they would realize that no such 
contract, could bo made, as It would 
be an Infraction of I lie Allen Labo.V 
law. By applying to Japanese Con- 
sul Morlkawa tho labor men can vas- 
tly ascertain the falsity of the report 
that thousands of Japanese aro being 
brought hero under contract."

— The 
furnaces in the now Crystal glass fac- 
tory in this city were blown in yes- 
terday, and tho fires will continue to 
burn for a year before being allowed 
to go out, when tho annual overhaul- 
ing of tho furnaces will take place. 

The furnaces arc now going through 
the process or heating, which it is ex- 
pected will take about ton days, at 
tho end of which time tho temperature 
will have risen to at least two thousi- 
and five hundred degrees. The fires 
are of wood at present, so as to al- 
low of gradual heating, but in a few 
days the gas will be lighted and will 
be burned continually night and day 
from that time. 

The gas is produced by Immense 
burners on tho west sldo of tho large 
plant, and is carried into tho furnaces 
by targe steel conduits. Tho sand 
and other Ingredients required to 
make glass will bo fore into tho top of 
the furnace, and after melting will be 
carried Into an adjoining section from 
which It is drawn by the glass-blow- 
ers. Those experts take n. small quan- 
tity at a time and place It into a 
mould held by a helper, and immedi- 
ately blow it into shape. The finished 
articles pass through a long cooling 
process and out Into the warehouses, 
where they are packed. 

The capacity of the present plant 
will bo nbout a hundred thousand bot- 
tles a day and manufacturing will 
commence In about ,tcn days' time. A 
largo party of expert workmen are 
now on the way from tho east, and 
will arlve in a few days. Over a hun- 
dred hands will be employed. , ,

Warden MacKay yesterday reported 
that must of the (ires in the vicinity 
of the city were well under control.

A bush llro of unusual brilliancy was 
reported to bo raging southwest of tho 
city last night, in the neighborhood of 
ETairvlew, 'The conflagration being out- 
Bldo of the elty limits, the fire brigade 
was not called out.

ENTHUSIASTIC OVER 



Member of Survey Party Says 
New Country Has Great 
Possibilities 



P. M, Smith, who is engaged as a 
leveller in a C. P. R. survey party 
under F. Sheppard in the Albornl dis- 
trict, arrived yesterday by tho noon 
train. Speaking of the country 
through which he has been working, 
ho said: "Tho district is a good one, 
with excellent possibilities for mining, 
etc and in places also as an agri- 
cultural country. It only needs develop- 
ment to beconio one of the garden 
spots of the province. There is no 
doubt, too, that this development is 
now In sight. Judging from tho 
weather experienced during the pre- 
sent summer tho climate is unexcelled 
in the province, and I would even 
give it preference over that of Vic- 
toria.. The weather Is somewhat 
warmer than that of this locality and 
I believe grapes and such fruit which 
do not flourish here could bo satis- 
factorily grown in the Albernl valley. 
The district is not subject to any cold 
winds and more rain fulls during the 
summer months than here. This has 
the advantage of keeping the country 
groen, At the present there are a 
number of ranches being worked and 
judging from t he crop of the pre- 
sent season there is no doubt that ex- 
cellent results can be accomplished.'" 

Great interest Is being taken In fruit 
growing, but at the present time there 
is no orchard sufficiently developed to 
judge of what can be accomplished 
along these lines, but two or three 
I have noticed are sufficiently good 
to indicate great possibilities. 

"Real estate prices have recently 
been advanced considerably and much 
buying is reported. A large influx 
of settlers is expected and It is known 
that a number of people from the 
prairie provinces have already se- 
cured holdings in the valley. 

In both tho old and now townsltes 
the price has gone up to such an ox- 
tent that there Is no doubt but that 
the people Have a most opbtmijMlici 
view of the future and deals in real 
estate show that the views of those in 
tho volley as to its future are not 
shared only by these, residents in the 
district. 

"Mining, in the Albernl valley has 
not for tho lost ten years been car- 
ried on to any great extent until re- 
cently. Tho industry, however, Is 
picking up and in tho near future largo 
development is expected. Especially 
Is this true of the now famous Big 
Interior mine, on which, after tho pro- 
posed visit of tho mining experts and 
others who will go there with in a 
month, considerable development will 
be started If after the expected visit 
tho mine proves up to expectations, 
and there Is no doubt but that It will, 
it is expected, be taken over by one 
of tho largest mining Interests In this 
country, and all those interested look 
Edrgard to big times in the mining 
line in the valley,, . 

"If the Big Interior proves up to 
expectations It will give a stimulus to 
mining which will result In tho boom- 
ing of all other properties in the vicin- 
ity. The development of this mine 
will have, under local conditions, to be 
taken over by a large concern, and 
work carried on extensively with con- 
siderable Initial expense to allow of 
profitable working. The quantity of 
ore is enormous, and development, if it 
goes ahead, will take place on an im- 
mense- scale. 

"Considerable activity Is reported In 
timber deals. Tho big deal spoken of 
in yesterday morning's paper, by which 
tho Rockefeller interests aro said to 
have acquired a big area of timber, 
is but one of many. The property re- 
ferred to lies near Ash Lake, and is 
within twenty miles of Albernl. The 
cut would have to come out by way 
of Albernl, and the mills erected by 
the company would probably bo located 
there. Tho Red Cliff Lumber company 
is expected to commence work shortly 
to establish large mills at Albernl. This 
industry alone will support a large 
number of workers. 

"It is expected also that the pleasure 
seeking fraternity who aro in search 
of fishing spots and resorts, will be 
attracted before long to Alberni .and 
vicinity in considerable numbers. I 
have fished in the lakes and rivers of j 
tho district and have never met with 
poor results. r believe that Alberni 
Is at the present time the best fishing 
district within easy reach of this 
city. The possibilities for fishing 
thero are unlimited as the supply of 
fish in the two big lakes of the dis- 
trict, Sproat and Great Central must 
bo practically inexhaustible, my fish- 
ing on tho rivers is tin to tho expec- 
tations of all fishermen who have 
visited tho district, and it is easy to 
realize what this alone means to a 
place. 

"A trip over Great Central Lake, is 
enough in itself to repay a visit to the 
country, for from a scenery standpoint 
It Is perhaps unsurpassed in the prov- 
ince. Mountain peaks reach above 
tho clouds, with snow always on their 
crests, and there are glaciers, moun- 
tain torrents and great waterfalls, some 
of the latter ranking among the world's 
highest falls, one of them being no less 
than 2,000 feet high.

BE DECIDED WEDNESDAY 

! 

Privy Council Will Give Judg- 
ment in Suit of Esquimalt 
Company 

The request to the privy council to 
expedite the delivery of the judgment 
In the appealed case of the Esquimau 
Water Works company against the city 
of Victoria has been granted, City So- 
licitor Mann having received yesterday 
a telegram from London stating that 
Judgment will be delivered next 
Wednesday. Thus the water tangle is 
in a fair way to bo soon cleared up, 
and In a few days the city will at any 
rate know where It stands. 

The litigation arose out of the post- 
ing of water notices below the tram- 
way company's power house on Gold- 
stream river and also at Niagara Can- 
yon creek, which followed the rejec- 
tion of the city's oft'er to purchase the 
Esquimau Water company's plant and 
rights. The city offerod $000,000 ■ or 
some $87,000 more than (he actual cash 
expenditure of the company, but the 
latter refused to sell out for less than 
$1,271,000. 

The city bases its claims on acts 
passed In 1S73 and 1S92, alleging that 
the waters proposed to bo taken are 
within the area reserved for Victoria's 
water supply under these acts, and 
that the rights granted to the water 
company under their private acts do 
not invalidate the prior rights of the 
city. The city has further argued that 
section 2 of the Water Clauses Con- 
solidation act of 1807 provided that all 
water for the time being unappropriat- 
ed or unoccupied or not used for a 
beneficial purpose should be considered 
as unrecorded water and so open for 
record. It was represented that the 
city notices were placed below the 
power house where the water was re- 
turned to the river after having served 
all the purposes of the water company, 
and that consequently it had become 
waste water, not used for any benefi- 
cial purpose and so available for the 
city. The water at. Niagara canyon Is 
stated not to bo used or developed at 
all. 

Upon the posting of notices prior to 
recording these waters the Esquimalt 
Water Works Company immediately 
brought action against the city asking 
In substance for a judicial declaration 
that the city was not entitled to post 
these notices, that the notices were 
Invalid, that the waters In question 
were not open to record, but that the 
Esquimau company was exclusively 
entitled to all the waters. 

The case came up for trial before 
Mr. Justice Duff, who. on May 23, 100(1, 
delivered judgment against the city 
on all points. An- appeal was taken 
from his judgment by the city's legal 
advisers to the supreme court of Brit- 
Ish Columbia, who, on January S of 
this year, handed down a judgment 
reversing the decision of the trial 
court. Thereupon the company ap- 
pealed to the judicial committee of 
the privy council, the court of last re- 
sort, the case being argued, about two 
weeks ago. The judgment orthe privy 
council will be handed down on 
Wednesday next, thus finally terminat- 
ing the dispute.

limit. 

Some time ago Superlntendcne Hus- 
sey had-.-notlces printed on linen and 
posted in prominent places along ' the 
roads, warning drivers to regard the 
speed bylaw of llfteen miles an hour 
on rural roads and ten miles an hour 
In municipalities. The warnings had 
little effect, however, for complaints 
of t ho reckless driving by chauffeurs 
continued to pour into tho depart- 
ment. It was decided to take sum- 
mary action in coii2*quence and Sun- 
day last a couple of constables locat- 
ed themselves on the road to Gold- 
stream, marked off a quarter of a 
mile and kept tunc on passing auto- 
Ists by means of a stop-watch. The 
prosecutions of yesterday wore the re- 
sult. 

Summonses were issued against J. 
Ferguson, car No. 1S3; R. N. Arnott, 
car No. 193; Fred Moore, ear No. 98; 
James Anderson, car No. 188; RWhard 
Wood, car No. 83, and D. Hammond, 
ear No. 179. 

The lirst two pleaded guilty, and in 
view of this being a first offence In 
each case, Magistrate Hall imposed 
only a nominal tine of $5 at the re- 
quest of H. D. Helmoken, ICC, who 
was prosecuting. The constables 
claimed that Mr. Ferguson was going 
33 miles an hour when they caught 
him, his lime for the 440 yards being 
39 seconds. It took Mr. Arnott 50 sec- 
onds to cover the distance, a speed of 
only IS miles an hour. 

Mr. Moore retained legal talent and 
fought his case out with the result 
that when the sitting for the day con- 
cluded the ease was slill in progress, 
arid the other three cases were forced 
to go over to next week, Messrs. An- 
derson and Wood to Thursday and 
Mr. Hammond to Tuesday. 

The Moore case dragged out to 
great length. Constables Carter and 
Conway, who lu-id the watch testified 
that the auto covered the quarter mile 
in -10 seconds, a speed of 33 1-3 miles 
an hour. 

The stop-watch with which they did 
the timing was produced in court and 
the magistrate after an Inspection of 
It, found it a very poor timekeeper, 
the second hand jumping several 
spaces at a time. Finally the watch 
stopped altogether. Mr. Helmcken re- 
fused to put the watch in as evidence 
and when G. H. Barnard, who appear- 
ed for Mr. Moore, asked that it go 
in as evidence. Mr. Helmcken op- 
posed the request. Magistrate Hall 
was appealed to by Mr. Barnard, but 
his worship was nut certain what was 
the proper procedure and declined to 
make a ruling on the point, yesterday. 
Mr. Barnard characterized as un- 
heard of the action of the prosecu- 
tion in submitting evidence based on 
the watch and then refusing to put 
in the watch as well. 

After the evidence of the crown had 
been concluded, Mr. Barnard asked 
that the case lie dismissed, claiming 
that there had been no Infringement 
of the statutes even if the speed had 
been that claimed by the constables. 
The bylaw stated that automobiles 
should' not travel at a rale of speed 
greater than 10 miles an hour In the 
municipalities and at a speed greater 
than 15 miles on country highways, 
The omission of the words "rate of" 
In connection With the rural speed 
was meant, according to Mr. Barnard, 
to give greater leeway on the coun- 
try roads where dangers of accidents 
were much less Hum In the city and 
really meant an average rate of speed 
of 15 miles an hour. The magistrate 
could not see it in that light, how- 
ever. 

Mrs. Moore and Mr. Mnore both 
went on the stand In their defence. 
They denied having travelled at the 
rate' of speed alleged. The case will 
continue today.

MEN IS ADVOCATED 



A Proposal to Hold iectionai 
Meeting for Western Pro- 
vinces and Yukon 



The proposal to hold a sectional 
meeting of members of the Canadian 
Mining Institute in British Columbia 
in the autumn has been under the 
consideration of tho council of the in- 
stitute for some time but to date there 
has not been an expression for or 
against received by the secretary, H. 
.Mortimer Lamb, Montreal, Que., from 
a sufficient number of western mem- 
bers to justify a (!■■ .sion. The un- 
settled condition of. affairs bearing 
upon mining in the interior of Brit- 
ish Columbia for two or three months 
made It uncertain whether or not 
prominent members of the institute 
resident in the west would be free to 

take part in sucli meeting. Now, 
however, thai labor and fuel difficul- 
ties, in connection with mines and 
smelters havo been settled, those 
chiefly Interested In the proposed 
meeting can determine what support 
they will bo prepared to give this 
movement. Consequently the presi- 
dent, Frederic Keffer, Greenwood, en- 
gineer In charge of the British Colum- 
bia Copper company's several mines 
in the Boundary district, has decided 
to, within a. few days, send a circul- 
ar to all western members asking 
whether or not they are In favor of a 
meeting being held at Nelson in Sep- 
tember. 

Tho last published list of members 
showed Unit on June 1, 190G, there 
were the following numbers resident 
in the west: In Alberta, .11; British 
Columbia, 53; Yukon Territory, 5; 
total OS. Since that date several have 
removed from British Columbia, but 
a number of new members have been 
obtained, so that. It Is probable the 
total number now resident In Alber- 
ta, British Columbia and Yukon Ter- 
ritory Is at least 80, and that 30 to 40 
of these could attend the meeting If 
they desired to do so. There Is one 
consideration influencing a few mem- 
bers, the possibility of the holding cf 
a sectional meeting this year in 
British Columbia militating against 
the larger success of the annual gen- 
eral meeting of members it Is Intended 
to hold In the province next spring. It 
Is felt by those Interested that it 
should not do so, and it appears quite 
practicable to secure the attendance 
at Nelson two months hence of a 
sufficient number of members prepar- 
ed to take an active interest in tho 
proceedings of the proposed sectional 
meeting to ensure its success.

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WOULD TURN WARFARE 
INTO SLEEPING GAME 



American Would Substitute Stu? 
por Inducing Method for 
Shot and Shell 



"We have put the enemy to sleep 
and they are ours." Bulletins of vic- 
tory In future wars of the United 
States will read like the above, If the 
United States government adopts the 
submarine Invented by Carl M. "SYheat- 
on, of Newtonville, Mass. 

Oliver Hazard Perry used cannister, 
grape, ball and scrap iron In the bat- 
tle of Lake Erie, and decks ran blood- 
Mr. Wheaton's weapon would be an 
anaesthetic, and the enemy without 
running away would live to fight an- 
other day. There would be no horrors 
of war; no dead, and therefore' no 
widows and orphans; no wounded, and 
therefore no need of pensions, except 
such as the politicians could obtain for 
needy veterans of one or more cam- 
paigns of anaesthesia. Mr. Wheaton 
gives the following account of his boat 
and the process of putting a Dread- 
■ naught out of action: 

The boat is equipped with a tank 
capable of standing a pressure of 500 
pounds to the square Inch, fitted with 
.tubes and other means for rapid heat- 
ing, which would contain (say) fifty 
gallons of a non-explosive anaesthetic, 
with further supply from which to 
draw, and connected by strong tubing 
with a puncturing gun (entirely new) 
which fires a tube up through the out- 
er and inner bottoms of the ship at- 
tacked. To this the flexible tubing is 
attached and the anaesthetic turned 
on. If injected under heavy pressure 
In the form of steam, it will permeate 
the ship as far as clear openings will 
permit, and if • administered anywhere 
between the masts (or about 200 feet 
in ships of the New Jersey class, it 
will effectually put out of action the 
men operating the boilers and engines, 
thereby putting the ship practically 
out of commission, as all functions on 
shipboard depend directly or indirectly 
on steam supply for operation." 

Mr. "Whcalon prefers his stupor-In- 
ducing method of warfare, in which he 
is supported by Mr. Moortield Story's 
Antl-Imperlalist society and by ex- 
Secretary Long's peace society, but the 
Wheaton submarine is also equipped 
with a bomb with a time fuse which 
can be attached to the bottom of a war 
vessel, and which is calculated to blow 
to smithereens combatants who refuse 
to surrender after their engineer force 
has been put to sleep. The Wheaton 
submarines cost $200,000 apiece, and in 
groups of six (S 1,200,000) the Inventor 
believes that they would make short 
work of a $10,000,000 b attlesh ip.

CANADIAN GEESE NOT WILD 

So They are Not Birds Within Mean- 
ing of Dingl.oy Act 

New York, July 25.— In a decision by 
Judge Waite, the board of general ap- 
praisers decided today that Canadian 
geese arc not wild, and hence, are not 
to be deemed "birds" within the mean- 
ing of the Dinglcy Tariff Act. The 
Issue directly affects the Importation 
of geese In this market. The collec- 
tor assessed the geese for duty as "live 
poultry at the rate of 3 cents per 
pound," whereas the importers insisted 
that the geese should be admitted as 
"birds" free of duty. Their conten- 
tion was that the geese were wild or 
/semi Wild. In denying the claim, Judge 
Waite says: The evidence shows that 
the geese are kept by the farmers on 
their farms, very much as fowls are 
generally kept, allowed to run fields, 
and are kept within Inelosures. The 
importers claim that they are of a wild 
natnre, and are a hybrid resulting 
from the mingling of wild Canadian 
goose with the domestic goose. The 
simple fact that they may contain 
some wild blond and 'have some wild 
tendencies would not. we think, war- 
rant us in finding that they are free 
of duty as claimed." 

Tlie decision will probably have the 
effect of raising the prices of geese 
to hotels, restaurants and Individual 
consumers.

At Least in Germany It Brings Im- 
prisonment if the Ghost Objects. 

Berlin, July 25.— A citizen of Was- 
ungen named Bach has Just pleaded 
vainly to the court of criminal appeal 
at Meiningen his right to attack a 
ghost. The story begins on December 
31, when a fellow citizen named Koe- 
nig told Bach If he would share his 
night vigil as lire watchman he would 
see a flickering light in the church- 
yard, as Koenig had done for years 
when the old year died. 

Bach went armed with a revolver 
and sword. He saw a spectral light 
and ran to the churchyard, where he 
hailed a dim figure. Receiving no re- 
ply, he slashed with his sword. The 
wounds caused the ghost to cry for 
mercy. The ghost proved to be a man 
who, Influenced by an ancient super- 
stition, burned branches of a certain 
tree in the churchyard to immunize 
himself and others from supposed evils 

Bach was subsequently sentenced to 
six months' imprisonment for wound 
ing him. He appealed on the ground 
that he really attacked a spectre and 
It was merely an accident that he had 
hurt a man. The judges seem to hav 
held that even a ghost Is entitled to 
protection, and the sentence was con 
firmed. 



COMMENCE TO EARN WAGES 
AT THREE YEARS OF AGE 



Children Employed in Birmingham 
Almost as Soon as They Leave 
the Cradle 



London, July 26. — The chief local 
government board inspector for Bir- 
mingham, Mr. Graves, says that three 
years is by no means an unusual age 
for children in Birmingham to com- 
mence work- In families where home 
work was taken a child began to work 
directly it was able to make tlie least 
contribution towards the household in- 
come. In the carding of hooks and 
eyes, which was the chief homo indus- 
try in Birmingham, the method em- 
ployed was to sot the older children to 
sew the hooks on to the card. The 
very small children, of three years of 
nge and upwards, had then to llx the 
eye Into the hook, while the elder chil- 
dren completed the work by sewing 
the eyes firmly to the card. 

Them was not the slightest reason 
to believe that work of this kind "was 
a sort of kindergarten. On the con- 
trary, it occupied all the hours during 
which the children were not at school, 
leaving them no time whatever for 
recreation. The children had often to 
be beaten by the mothers In order to 
get them to do the work.

Ho considered it a noteworthy fact 
(hat the articles in the manufacture 
of which sweating of this nature ex- 
isted were all articles which were be- 
ing sold In competition with foreign 
countries.

BARR1 NGTO N'S CAREER 

St. Louis, July 25. — The career of 
one of the most remarkable criminals 
of recent years will end if Frederick 
Harrington goes to death on the gal- 
lows. Harrington Is an Englishman 
Mie son of a coachman, but he has, al- 
ways posed as a man of noble birth. 
As a Child he was sent to prison for 
five years for arson, and since then 
he has served terms In Germany, 
Prance, Spain, India and the United 
States. 

The crimes charged against him 
have ranged from petty larceny to 
murder. Harrington first made hi 
appearance in America In 1SSS, when 
ho was about thirty years of age.

-General Lord Bar 
rington of England, be married Cel 
estino E. Miller, the daughter of i 
wealthy Brooklyn family. 

After squandering her fortune, h 
left her and her mother penniless in 
London. Soon afterwards ho married 
i wealthy Canadian girl, whom he de- 
serted after he had spent her money, 
in 1102 he married a Philadelphia heir- 
ess whom he deserted in Cincinnati 
after she had settled a large part of 
her fortune on him. 

Nothing more was heard of 
rington until he appeared in St. l^otns.

WASHINGTON COAL STORY 

Reported Discovery of Anthracite Not 
Far From Bellingham 

There will he no coal famine In the 
west this year, according to expecta- 
tions of G. A. Alexander and John f. 
Whentman who were in this city yes- 
terday Alexander has discovered 
what' is believed to be the largest 
field of coal in Washington and the 
only find is anthracite, says tlie New 
Westminster News. 

The discovery of the coal by Alexan- 
der was purely an accident. He -was 
hunting and following the trail of a 
bear in the Cascade mountains near 
Bellingham when he fell over a lump 
of what he supposed was black stone. 
Upon investigation of the land, of 
which he and two others are owners, 
and found that then; was at least 2,000 
tons of coal in sight. 

Leaving his partner, Louis Darrows, 
on the ground he hurried to Belling- 
ham to have an 'expert examine the 
coal. Several experts came up to the 
place, more out of curiosity than any- 
thing else, believing that Alexander 
was over-zealous about his strike. On 
Investigation by the experts it was 
declared to be a high grade of anthra- 
cite. 

Alexander and Darrows then notified 
John T. Weatman, manager of the 
Washington Saw Works, of Seattle., 
who also owns part of the land. He 
came to the new find and at once In- 
vestigated the place. From figures of 
experts the claims show 112 feet In the 
trend and 40 feet on the dip and the 
depth Is estimated at 30 feet, 

The claim Is situated four milen 
from Glacier, on the Bellingham Bay 
& British Columbia railroad, the exact 
location being section 29, township 2D 
north, range C east. 

When the report of the assay of a 
sample of the coal was made and sent 
to Alexander It was found that the 
product was more than 85 per cent, 
carbon, which Is a trifle more than 
the best of the Pennyslvanlu coal 
averages. A piece of the coal was 
BhoWn to the News man by Mr, Al- 
exander, who stated that since the 
discovery of tlie mine the owners had 
had several flattering offers for the 
land, but had refused all of them. 
There Is no stock for sale and those 
Interested Intend to put the coal on the 
market themselves. 

Among the would-be buyers of the 
property la the Great Northern rail- 
road. The property Is but four miles 
from tile B. B. & B. C. nillroud and 
twelve miles from the coast lino of 
the G. N. R.

Intent on making 
tho deceased give some sign, the eyes 
of all present being fixed on the slain 
warrior. Presently the corpse was 
observed to move slightly to one side, 
on which a great cry of joy rose from 
the people.

This 
feat was often performed by tho to- 
hunga of olden times. 

Tho end of the old Tohoto, the last 
of the Tohungas, was both singular 
and pathetic. On that terrible night 
In June, 18S6, when tho Pink and 
White Terraces were lost to Now 
Zealand and darkness came over tho 
land, Tohoto was sleeping tit Wairon 
vlllago He was buried beneath the 
rain of ashes, and It was seven days 
before ho was dug out of the ruins of 
his hut. Ho was very feoblo after 
his long confinement In a hole that 
must have been for a time scarcely 
less hot than an oven, and ho was 
black with the ashes from the volcanic 
eruption. Yet hud he been left alone 
he might have recovered, but they 
took him to the hospital at Rotorua, 
Where, probably in ignoranco of the 
awful sacrcdness in which tho head 
Is held among the .Maoris, and espe- 
cially that of a tohunga, the white 
and matted hair and beard were cut 
off. It was the most terrible ami de- 
grading thing that could have happen- 
ed to Tohoto, his personal tapil had 
been violated, ami this, preying on his 
mind, killed him.

Tho Old Tohungas Shattered Stone:

JAPAN'S NAVY. 

Admiral ljuin's Statements to French 
Interviewer. 

Paris, July 20.— Gil Bias this morn- 
ing publishes an interview with Vice- 
Admiral Ijuin, commander of tho Jap- 
anese squadron' now' at Brest, on the 
Japanese navy. 

Asked if Japan had not decided in 
view of recent happenings to enlarge 
her programme of naval construction, 
tho vice-admiral replied: "Wo have a 
naval programme for several years 
ahead, und wo shall execute it punc- 
tually and vigorously, as do tho na- 
tions of Europe, but this programme 
has not hcen enlarged In recent 
months, nnd it stands as It did when 
originated by the admiralty last year." 

Continuing, the vice-admiral said It 
was inexact to declare that tin; Japa- 
nese loan would), bp used for the in- 
crease of naval power, and explained 
that this money would bo devoted to 
the construction of railroads and other 
construction In' Manchuria. 

"We arc satisfied with the navy," 
Vice Admiral Ijuin went on, "and we 
believe this branch will be able to cono 
with all eventualities. Tho Japan par- 
liament, while refusing nothing for de- 
fense, holds us rigorously to the ap- 
propriations, and these we never ox 



Substitute for Radium. 

A Paris, France, dispatch says that 
a new radio-active compound possess- 
ing many of the properties of bromide 
of radium, nnd costing very little, has 
been discovered by a young French 
medical student, Andre Lancien, of 
Rochofort. The compound is called 
molybdate of ammonia on azotate of 
uranyl. 

According to tho statement made at 
a meeting of (he Academy of Science, 
a mixture of these chemicals in dark- 
ness produced a white? precipitate 
which, thirty hours later, assumes a 
golden yellow color and becomes in- 
soluble in nitric acid. In this condi- 
tion its radio-active properties arc 
very marked. 

Portions of molybdate of uranium, 
bromide of barium, and azotate of ur- 
anyl, in test tubes of equal dimensions 
and completely Isolated, were left in 
proximity to photographic plates for 
live days. The molybdate's radio-ac- 
tivity was ascertained to be equal to 
that of bromide of barium and consid- 
erably greater than that of the azo- 
tate. Lancien demonstrated his dis- 
covery In tho Rochofort Medical school 
before the professors and students. 
Molybdate of uranium costs $4 a 
gramme.

MARINE NOTES 

Members of the crew of the British 
steamer Earl of Douglas, now at Satt 
Francisco, which is to como north to 
load the first cargo of lumber taken 
from the Mosquito Harbor mills, have 
made complaint at San Francisco with 
regard to the food served during tho 
month's trip across tho Pacific. The 
salt moat served to them was very bad 
they say, and often could not bo pat- 
en. Complaint was made to Captain 
Jameson six .or seven times, but with 
no satisfactory results. The men de- 
clare that they will carry the matter 
to tho British consul. The Earl of 
Douglas Is a comparatively new 
steamer, having been built only sev- 
enteen months ago. She brings a cargo 
of fi.S'Jfi tons of coal. 

Tho German ship R. C. RIckmers, 
one of the largest sailing vessels afloat, 
registering 4,697 tons net, will carry 
a cargo of coal from Sydney to San 
Francisco.

A 
now fourth offl'.vsr was put on board 
when the steamer lay off the outer 
dock. Two officers were also sent on 
board from tho Empress of China.

Steamer Maude Returns From 
•A West Coast After Rafting 
Lumber Cargo Ashore 



WILL REACH PORT TODAY 



Is Coming From Queen Charlotto Isl- 
ands and Northern British Col- 
umbia — Antilochus en Route 



Flotsam o£ many wrecks is scattered 
along tho beach at Estevan point, 
where the crow of the steamer Maude, 
Capt. Anderson, which Is under char- 
ter to tho marine department, has 
been rafting lumber ashore for tho 
construction ot" a four mile tramway 
and the dwellings which are to be tho 
nucleus of a lighthouse station and 
wireless telegraph depot on the head- 
land at Hole-in-the-Wall, on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island. Tho Maude 
returned from the island coast last 
night, after discharging her cargo of 
lumber and putting T. N. Tubman, 
the contractor In charge of the work, 
and a party of carpenters ashore. 

Pnrt of the planking of a broken boat 
of the lost British ship King David 
was brought by Engineer McNeill, of 
the Maude, as a relic of the graveyard 
of ships where the new light is to be 
established. Another more gruesome 
find made at Estevan Point, among 
tho debris of various wrecks that lit- 
ter tho beach, was a human bone. 

Since shipping has visited the island 
coast there have been many wrecks in 
tho vicinity of Estevan Point, the last 
boing that of the King David, which 
went ashore off Bajo Point about 18 
months ago. The King David, poorly 
provided \vith charts, piled up on the 
rock off Bajo Point, her crew landing 
on .the beach near Estevan, within 
eight miles of an Indian village tho 
existence of which they were unad- 
vised. They had been, there nearly 
a month, imagining themselves far re- 
moved from any .human habitation, 
when they sent a boat's crow to Capo 
Bealo. This boat never arrived at its 
destination and tiie chief officer and 
thoso In it were drowned. 

Tho Maude was anchored inside the 
reefs about four miles distant from 
Where the lighthouse and wireless sta- 
tion Is to bo established at Hole-in- 
the-Wall, and tho lumber made into 
rafts and towed ashore with the steam- 
er's boats. Tho work was accom- 
plished quickly, the vessel having been 
away only six days., She will load 
another cargo and will leave for Este- 
van the beginning of tho week. The 
lumber is to bo used in tho construc- 
tion of a wooden tramway over which 
cars will bo drawn with horses to 
carry tho material to the site selected 
for the lighthouse and wireless sta- 
tion. 

The wreckage Is stated to be very 
considerable in tho vicinity. Among 
the most disastrous of tho wrecks at 
Estevan Point was that of a Massa- 
chusetts bark, which occurred several 
decades ago, the vessel being totally 
lost and the bodies of her crew washed 
on to the beach. Some of the In- 
dians at the He.so.uoIt village nearbv 
were given medals, which they still 
treasure, for assisting to bury Che vic- 
tims of. this disaster. 

Cecil Doutre, superintendent of wire- 
less telegraphs, who Is arranging for 
the construction of tho government 
wireless telegraph station in this prov- 
ince, is leaving for Ottawa and until 
his return In September Mr. Morse, 
who until recently was superintendent 
111 Canada for the Lee-Forest Wireless 
Telegraph company, will superintend 
tho work. The contract for the Point 
□rey stution at Vancouver has been 
given to tho Royal City Mills, of Now 
Westminster, at $3,300 John Taylor 
has a similar contract for the bulki- 
ng of the station on Shotbolfs hill, 
In this city.

UNITED -STATES SHIPPING. 

No Vessols Built in that Country Last 
Year for Foioigr. Trade. 

Reports of American shipbuilding in 
the Nautical Gazette show tho signi- 
licant fact that while keels for mer- 
chant vessels in the domestic trade 
are being laid in numbers, American 
shipbuilding for foreign countries or 
even for foreign trade is at a stand- 
still. In the last live years, with the 
exception of tho mammoth steamers 
Minnesota and Dakota, tho latter of 
which was wrecked a few months ago, 
not a vessel has been built in Ameri- 
can shipyards to engage in foreign 
trade. 

"In view of tho great prosperity and 
expansion of this country in tho last 
fow years, one would naturally expect 
to see a corresponding growth In our 
merchant marine," says a. United 
States shipping paper. "Such, how- 
ttyer, has not been the case. During 
the '40s, wliile our merchant vessols 
were subsidized, the American flag was 
in evidenco in nearly every foreign 
port. Today' without tho subsidy wo 
have such a paucity or ships dying tho 
American flag In foreign waters that 
second and third rate powers are 
leaving us rar behind In the matter of 
shipbuilding. Perhaps it would bo well 
1? thoso opposed to any action by the 
government to help our merchant ships 
would iook Into tho matter and, tell us 
svhat there Is in such legislation that^ 



Another steamer is to bring a cargo 
of Japanese from Honolulu, tho steam- 
er Indiana having been chartered from 
the Barneson-Hlbbard company of San 
Francisco for that purpose, and was 
despatched from the Golden Gate on 
Wednesday. The total number of 
Japanese who landed this month at 
Victoria a>l Vancouver from Japan 
and the Hawaiian Islands is live times 
the number of arrivals of the previous 
month, and the number next month, it 
is expected, will probably exceed the 
total for July. 

The arrival of the steamer Kumerlc 
at Vancouver with 1,205 Japanesi 
stirred R. G. McPherson, M. P., to pro- 
test to thucOttawa government, which 
answered that it was powerless to take 
action. The department stated that if 
the Japanese are healthy and of good 
character there Is no machinery under 
tho law by which entrance could be 
barred, oven if, as announced by Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier in tho house of com- 
mons on January last, the policy of 
the government was not the exact ro- 
verse. 

Oscar Strauss, United States secre- 
tary of commerce and labor, in whose 
department immigration matters are 
dealt with, In an interview at San 
Francisco said: "Canada wants Japa- 
nese. It is bidding them enter In. 
a most hospitable manner and 
this new labor element v.,11 con- 
tribute largely to a rapid develop- 
ment of our northern neighbor. This 
west coast part of the United States 
better look out for itself or Western 
Canada will run ahead of it In devel- 
opment." 

FOR BUNKER COAL 

Steamer Finn Passed up to Nanaimo 
Yesterday— Other Vessels Coming 

Tho Russian steamer Finn, loaded 
with 3,110,000 feet of lumber from 
Portland for Fremanilc, passed up to 
Comox yesterday to loak bunker coal 
for her voyage to tho Antipodes. She 
has been chartered to bring coal from 
Newcastle to San Francisco, bringing 
the fleet engaged in that work to- a 
total of 55 vessels, tho largest in the 
history of the trade. The steamer 
Strathalrn, which left hero a few 
days ago for Australia, will also bring 
a cargo of coal to the Bay City from 
Newcastle The Strathhaven is ex- 
pected to' reach port today or to- 
morrow from San Francisco, also 
bound to one of the island coaling ports 
to load b\uiker coal'.

heard of. Incandescent lights and dy- 
namos on ships were entirely novel, 
and In order to try tho experiment of 
lighting vessols at sea tho Columbia 
was selected. 

Tiie generators were aa unlike those 
of today as tho hissing arc lights of 
twenty years ago wero unlike the mod- 
ern arcs, and all the apparatus was 
crude and hard to keep in good or- 
der.. But tho Columbia's lighting was 
a success, after a fashion, although 
tho old coal oil lamps were not aban- 
doned, for fear of a failure of the 
dynamos. This old plant was after- 
wards shown at tho World's fair at 
Chicago, alongside of tho modern 
steamship electric lighting equipment. 

In a. reference to the collision bo- 
tween tho Columbia and tho San Pe- 
dro tho San Francisco Chronicle has 
tho following: 

"The maritime regulations of civil 
lzed countries are Intended to prevent 
collisions so far as they can be prevent- 
ed by law and they are usually supple 
mented by explicit regulations speci- 
fying courses and procedure in case of 
fog by tho owners. 

"In navigating along a foggy coast 
ordinary prudence requires that a good 
offing bo maintained. That, however, 
consumes time and coal. It Is not al 
ways done. AVhere there is a largo 
traffic 'lanes' may bo prescribed which 
steamers going and coming aro bound 
to follow. This has never been done 
by any public authority on this coast, 
nor, wo believe, are t&ich lanes pro- 
scribed by regulation's of owners or 
by general custom Everybody takes 
his chances." 



THE JAPAN DISASTER 

Theory Held at Ketchikan Rogarding 
C.iuoe of Explosion 

"The cause of the explosion which 
destroyed tiie barge Japan and the 
lives of several persons, is a mystery 
which will probably never be satis- 
factorily solved," says tho Ketchikan 
Journal in a recent issue. "The iden- 
tification of the remains found tho 
following morning near the scene Of 
tho disaster as being those of Tracy, 
tho cook, Is by no means complete, and 
the consensus of opinion appears to be 
that they aro those of an unknown 
stowaway.. If tills theory be tho cor- 
rect one — and not a few persons affect 
to believe that there wero several of 
that class on board — tho supposition 
that they engaged in a fight; and that 
most probably a shot was fired, the 
bullet striking one of the boxes of 
powder and causing the explosion, may 
not bo far wrong. This theory Is, how- 
ever, more conjecture upon the 
strength of which it would not bo wife 
to baso a posllivo conclusion." 



The plan evolved by Japanese ship- 
owners to sccuro control of the carry- 
ing trade of the Pacific ocean is do- 
tailed in a recent article published by 
Adachi Kinnosuke, a Japaneso writer. 
Following on tho Improvement of the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha line, now build- 
ing ten new vessels, and chartering 
several government steamers to add to 
its carriers, and the improvement of 
the Toyo Kisen Kaisha, which is build- 
ing three 12,500 turbine liners for the 
improvement of its service, this reads 
with interest. The Japanese writer 
says "Japan's merchant fleet is grow- 
ing with great rapidity, not only In 
American traffic, but in the commerce 
of Korea, Formosa, China, India, and 
the far east generally .Certain Amer- 
ican optimists declare that the Pacific 
will always bo dominated by the 
United States. But it is only tho op- 
timists who have this faith. Shipping 
men, American men actually engaged 
in commerce with the far east, know 
that Japan Is fast assuming command 
in that quarter, of tho globe. 

If any ono doubts the accuracy of 
this proposition, let mo nsk him to 
consider the organization of the Nip- 
pon Kisen Kaisha (Japan Steamship 
Company), which is energetically car- 
rying tho sunrise flag half way round 
the world. 

"A group of tho most noted bankers 
and steamship men of Nippon met 
some time ago in tho Bankers' As- 
sembly hall in Toklo. This was tho 
first public meeting of the promoters 
of a new steamship company. At this 
meeting It was christened tho Nippon 
Kisen Kaisha. A large name. .Yet tho 
company has the consolation of 'know- 
ing that amid tho cheerful summer 
growth of mushroom enterprises since 
the war it is bigger than its name- 

"Tho company commands the capital 
— no watered stock, by your leave— an 
instantly available capital of 30,000,000 
yen ($15,000,000 gold). Their financial 
programme sets aside 10,000,000 yen 
for the purchase of about 100 vessels 
of 200,000 tons which are, at this pres- 
ent moment, actually engaged in ship- 
ping business under the merchant Hag 
of Nippon. The remainder of the sum, 
the 20,000,000 yen, Is to be spent on the 
construction of new ships. They Will 
have the speed, tho improvements, and 
other qualifications that would please 
the subsidy regulations of the country. 
This sum is also mrnnt to cover tho 
expenditure of establishing new linos 
of traffic. 

"From a copy of the company's 
financial estimate which Is before us— 
a modern book of prophecy penned by 
scientific experts, and perhaps quite as 
true as any of the old-fashionod sut- 
tfls _ W o ioarn that tho company ex- 
pects an income of more than , r >, 820,000 
yen annually from freight handled by 
regular and established lines of the 
company; 1,884,597 yen from the 
freight carried by their vessels on ir- 
regular and special services; 213,211 
von and 2. r , sen from subsidies and 
bounties; and 100,000 yen through mis- 
cellaneous sources. The. total expect- 
ed income per annum amounts io 
8,107,825 yen. Against this the total 
expenditure of the company is estimat- 
ed at 4,614,266 yen and 7 sen. 

"The estimate was drawn up by a 
very cautious set of people who have 
more than onco before drawn up esti- 
mates; who have never disappointed 
their friends, especially in their pre- 
dictions—not the worst showing, to say 
tho least, for an enterprise which is 
as far from a get-rieh-qulck trap of 
tho money-man age as Is the north 
pole from the equator. 

THE GOVERNOR. 

Nov/ Pacific Coast Sloamer Made Six- 
teen Knots on Her Trial. 

Advices have been received by tho 
Pacillc Coast Steamship Company of 
the trial trip of the new steamer Gov- 
ernor, built at Camden, N. J., for the 
Seattle-Victoria and San Francisco 
route. A wireless messago sent by 
Capt. Shay from tho steamer off Cape 
Henlopen, Delaware, was received by 
J. C. Ford, president, of the steamship 
company, which read: 

"Governor's trial (rip completed to- 
night. Measured speed, Ifi knots per 
hour,; horse power, developed, 5,200; 
mean speed for four hours averaged 
15 1-0 knots per hour. Everything is 
very satisfactory. 

"J. J. SHAY, Captain." 

Tiie company officials slated that as 
soon ns tho vessel had finished her 
trial trip and had taken on fuel for the 
trip, sho would proceed to tho coast. 
It Is expected to take about a week to 
finish coaling and get In shape for the 
long trip to the Pacillc. If the expec- 
tations of the company are realized, 
the Governor will start on her 11,000 
mile trip about tho ist of August and 
should arrive about September 15. 

WRECKED COLUMBIA 

First Steamship to Have Electric Light 
Installed on Board

Blue Funnel Liner Leaves Yokohama 
With Cargo for This Port

St. Petersburg, July L'O. — The author- 
ities will very soon bo in a position, as 
the result of their investigation, to is- 
sue indictments in the matter of the 
recent plot against tho czar. Tho lead- 
ing part in this conspiracy was taken 
by Madame Feodosle, wife of a well 
known lawyer, a woman called "Com- 
rade Nina," alias Petrova, who took 
tho most prominent part In tho affair 
and who succeeded in making her es- 
cape to a foreign country; Boris Nllsl- 
tenko, a retired naval lieutenant; Na- 
outuiff, a mail clerk; Memo, an in- 
structor in the imperial lyeciun, and 
three lawyers .Brossoff, Chabroff and 
Zavadsky. Tho man actually chosen 
to kill the emperor is named Klossov- 
sky. The plan of the conspirators was 
to have this Individual make his way 
into the presence of the emperor while 
clad in tho uniform of a sorceant of 
tho imperial convoy. Tho indictments 
detail the various stratagems employed 
by tho plotters to obtain the desired 
information of the habits and move- 
ments of the emperor, and show that 
espionage to this end was conducted 
in part through the medium of milk- 
maids who supplied the royal kitch- 
ens. 

While searching a house In this city 
the police found a detailed plan of tho 
Baltic rai'.'way, which is an imperial 
line, and also of the imperial yacht 
Alexander. A number of men and wo- 
men who wore living In the house in 
which the documents were discovered 
wore arrested. The authorities claim 
they have ascertained that an associa- 
tion has been organized to prepare a 
fresh plot against tho life of the em- 
peror. 

Tlflis, July 2fi. — Col. Dobrowlsky, 
commander of the Twenty-first infan- 
try, was shot and killed yesterday by 
a soldier of his own regiment, an ox- 
sailor of the mutinous battleship Sve- 
tlllia.

Captain of Wrecked Vessel Had Warm 
Feeling For Elder. 

Portland, Ore., July 25.— Among the 
strange things that happen at sea, 
lecal mariners have recorded in their 
mental log the ease of the steamers 
George W. Elder and Columbia. To 
have sailed on the same route for 
years, passing and re-passing up and 
down the coast, and finally for the 
Elder to pile up on the rocks at Reu- 
ben, is said to have math- such an 
I Impression on ('apt. P. A. Doran, the 
lest master of the Columbia, that lie 
seldom looked toward the Elder, while 
viewing what appeared to lie her 
grave, but tears started to his eyes, 
and during the early days after her 
mishap !iis grief was great. Like 
many others he was pleased when she 
was raised and once more set afloat, 
and it chanced strangely that it was 
her fortune to be In the vicinity when 
the Columbia was struck the blow 
that obliterated her from the coast's 
maritime coterie. 

The steamers were dissimilar in ap- 
pearance ami construction, but long 
and faithful service on the Portland- 
San Francisco route earned for them 
reputations that will live. 

When the Elder struck, it was gen- 
uine sorrow Capt. Doran felt for Cap!, 
('bin Randall, her master. The fool- I 
lug was heightened when, hut a short I 
lime after, Capt. Randall had the nils-, 
fortune to lose the St. Pain', which 
succeeded the Elder and which he quit j 
at sea. Like Capt. Doran. it was un- i 
ar.lmously fell that ('a;.;, Randall was 1 
one of the best skippers that ever 
walked a bridge, but he was a victim i 
of fate. Capt. Doran was more for- 
tunate in all but the last experience,! 
and his tragic death closes a chapter! 
in coast service which has to do with 
masters who were popular because at 
their ability and their regard for the! 
safety and comforl of passengers. 

The Elder was the pioneer of the! 
fleet, as she was launched in 1874, at] 
Chester, Pa., from which yards the 
Columbia came In the summer of 1880.

SALVATION ARMY SETTLERS 

Large Tract of Land Obtained From 
Ontario Government 

Toronto, jjuly 25.— During his re 
cent visit to Canada General Booth 
approved of the plan of the local 
Salvation Army oflicers for a colon- 
ization scheme in New Ontario. It 
is now said interested parties have 
practically agreed on the following 
terms: 

The government to sell the Salva- 
tion Army ten townships in the great 
clay belt, comprising some 230,000 
acres of land In the districts of Nl- 
pisslng and Algoma, north of the 
height of land. The price is to be 25c 
per acre. Payment of same to be 
spread over a | period of ten years 
without interest: The Salvation Army 
to locate 144— fleMleJra -on -(every town- 
ship each having the usual size homo- 
stead, 100 acres. These settlers are 
to be under the supervision of Can- 
adians experienced in clearing land 
for agricultural purposes, as well as 
an official of the army, trained in 
settlement work. 

It. is surmised that the army will 
sell the homesteads to settlers at rea- 
sonable rates on easy terms as to 
time, so that eventually the settlers 
will have bought their own land, and 
the Salvation Army will have carried 
out one of its great principles in giv- 
ing every man a chance to do some- 
thing for himself. All settlers will 
be selected with great care, both as to 
physical qualities and app^udo for 
agricultural' life. 

The land on which theyo will he 
located will lie atpped by transconti- 
nental and T. & N. < ). railways. In 
connection with the project It is re- 
ported that Hon. Senator Cox has 
agreed to loan to the Salvation Army 
in the neighborhood of $50,000. Sen- 
ator Cox is out of town for a few 
days and the "Globe" was not there- 
fore, able to obtain personal confir- 
mation,

Sir Ian Hamilton Speaks on the 
Struggles in Man- 
churia. 



Tlie reader will probably acquit Sir 
Ian Hamilton of any intention of a 
double meaning when he entitled, his 
volume on the Russo-Japanese war 
"A Staff Officer's Scrapbook" (Lon 
don: Edward Arnold). It Is certainly, 
nevertheless, crammed full of ac- 
counts of "scrans," in tlie slang 
American sense] It is not a rash 
judgment to say that they arc tho 
most important two volumes which 
have been issued, in tho past twelve 
months or more. " The war between 
Japan and Russia was an event, or 
series of events, that it would be dif- 
ficult to ma toll In the history of a 
generation. Looked at from any point 
of view, it wus of the supremest im- 
portance. To have tho most stirring 
events of that terrific drama describ- 
ed by Sir Ian Hamilton is a concatena- 
tion of circumstances of no ordinary 
rarity. Sir Ian Hamilton is, first, a 
professional soldier. Secondly, he had 
the opportunity of participating in a 
war on a large scale as one of Lord 
Roberts' most distinguished and suc- 
cessful independent commandants in 
South Africa, and, thirdly, lie has liter- 
ary gifts of an uncommon order. He 
was attached to the Japanese army 
as Britain's chief military represen- 
tative, and the result of this combin- 
ation of opportunities, knowledge and 
gilts is this work, that one feels per- 
suaded is not an ephemeral contribu- 
tion to the literature of war. Tlie praise 
that is sometimes accorded a serious 
book, namely, that it is as entertain- 
ing as a novel, 's thoroughly deserved 
by General' Hamilton's vivacious pages. 

Tlie book was written from day to 
day, virtually in tho form of a diary, 
and even where bis surmises or pro- 
phecies were wrong he has not 
thought fit to alter tho record. .A 
good deal of tlie first book is devoted 
to an account of Jaxian in war time, 
the military attaches and journalists 
having been allowed to kick their 
heels in Tohio until patience ceased to 
be a virtue. General Hamilton, how- 
ever, contrives to make even' this an» 
interesting time for the reader. Very 
early hi his observations ho puts him- 
self on record: 

"Unless I very much mistake, this 
small nation. Eastern to the backbone 
Is about to testify by the mouth of 
her cannon that the- six great powers 
arc not all the world, but only a part 
of it, depending as a last resource on 
tho courage of their figbtlng-men for 
their money bags and liberty." 

Gen. Hamilton illustrates how much 
of a dlety the emperor of Japan is by 
saying: "When the light of the im- 
perial countenance is turned away for 
a moment from even the greatest In 
tlie land, he expires quite completely 
and gently, like an electric light which 
has been .switched off by the master 
of tlie house; whereas, with us, when 
the time or tlie occasion has come to 
cast such a man down from high place, 
ho fights against Hie impending doom 
desperately, and step by step, until at 
last, flickering and struggling pain- 
fully like a dying candle, his eclipse 
fills the atmosphere with noxious va- 
pors." Gen. Hamilton bust have had 
Gen. Bullor or the Sampson- Schley 
controversy in his eye when he wrote 
that graphic passage. 

Speaking of the country between 
Antung and Fenhuangcheng, ho says: 
"No wonder the Russians and Japan- 
ese are fighting for it. It Is well worth 
a seven-years' war. A Frenchman 
thought lie saw some resemblance be- 
tween its soil and that of Berrl in la 
belle France. An American proclaim- 
ed the land to bo more fertile than 
the great corn belt along tlie Missis- 
sipi. A German declared that Man- 
churia reminded him of tho Hartz 
mountains, with all their valleys flat- 
tened out and quadrupled in size by 
some beneficent genius." 

The book contains many reflections 
of this kind: "When I see a China- 
man mending a road or unloading rice 
bags with aparently twice the energy 
of the Western workingmnn and for 
less than one-tenth of his pay, I won- 
der how it is all going to end." That 
is a question which every man who has 
seen the physical energy of what wc 
call the inferior races must ask him- 
self. Whether it is the Kaffir racing 
about with his jindlckishaw or the Pa- 
cific Coast Indian carrying his enor- 
mous loads over the White Pass, the 
aborigine shows a physical stamina 
that puts the white man to the blush.

General Hamilton's narrative, while 
not detracting from the splendid cour- 
age of the Japanese soldiers or the 
skill of their commanders, at least re- 
moves the impression that both are 
superhuman. He, moreover, does not 
fail to show how capable the Russian 
infantry were of going again and again 
to the assault. The whole of the sec- 
ond volume contains tlie most vivid 
descriptions of the desperate battles 
by which the Japanese pushed their 
way northward to Ycntai. 

Ono of the most impressive chapters 
in the book is that devoted to the fight 
for Manjuyama, a hillock near tho 
Taitsuho river. If the Russians had 
retained possession of this insignifi- 
can button of a hill Kuropatkln would 
have undoubtedly scored one great 
success. As it was, the Russian in- 
fantry made five desperate assaults on 
tho position. The reader will un- 
doubtedly thank us for a few extracts 
from General Hamilton's diary. He 
says: 

"As the sun sank below Manjuyama 
crest, sending out strange red stream- 
ers of light into the northern sky, the 
volume of the musketry increased un- 
til it surpassed in its violence any- 
thing I had ever heard. The artillery- 
men on either side worked for their 
lives round their bellowing guns and 
sent continuous streams of shells 
shrieking through the deepening 
loom. In the fading light every flash 
of gun or bursting shrapnel showed up 
against the dull red background of tho 
sunset like those vivid sparks which 
coruscate here and there on tho sur- 
face of a sheet of molten metal as it 
cools. But tho night came on apace 
and then all became still and very 
dark. 

10.30 li.ni. — I returned to Kankuantun 
at 0, but have been on tho roof of my 
house for the last half hour. For at 
about a quarter to 10, just as the 
nioon rose the firing broke out again 
on Manjuyama more furiously than 
at sunset. The mountains and the 
river banks and the houses rn-echo to 
the continuous angry growling sound 
nC tlie musketry, The most bitter fight 
is illustrating the slopes of the hillock 
ind I could sec its shape outlined by 
innumerable little dazzling specks 
showing the thousands of rounds 
which were being fired. Hundreds of 
human souls are passing away yon- 
der where the hillside flashes flame. I 
fool very much afraid, and wish I had 
someone by me to hold mo by tho 
hand. 

•1 a.m.— The noise of tho battle 
murders sleep. The flashes of tlie 
rifles are like those sparks which 
break in clusters from the dark cylin- 
der of a dynamo, and "n the night 
wind mingling with tho Interminable 
Cusilade comes an occasional low, tre- 
mulous, very human sound — it must 
be — it can only be — the shout of thoso 
that triumph blended by kindly dis- 
tance Willi the heavy groans of tho 
fallen. I low can I sleep when less 
than three miles distant men with rage 
nnd death In their hearts, with haggard 
yes and trembling hands are strug- 
gling for tho mastery with fire and 
steel? I am deeply impressed by tho 
events of today, which disclose a half- 
hearted, dangerous plan of operations. 
If we fail tonight at Manjuyama we 
may be pushed into the river tomor- 
row, or driven off our communications 
on to Penchlho." 

Mere are two more extracts from tho 
descriptions of tho great struggle: — 
1 have no words left to covey an im- 
pression of the fire of 100 quick-firers 
discharging their unlimited ammuni- 
tion at ton speed. To chronicle that 
the guns pealed faster nnd faster un- 
til the separate reports merge into ono 
long-drawn roar; to explain that tho 
air seems alive with bursting shell or 
to speak of hurricanes of shrapnel and 
the whistling of their bullets is hope- 
lessly, miserably tame, Inadequate and 
paltry. I will confine myself, then, to 
the liiatlor-of-faot statoment that If I 
were struck deaf and blind tomorrow 
If would bo a consolation to mo for tho 
rest of my life that I had heard and 
seen the great cannonade of today" 

Some brave Russians now crept up 
the western slope unobserved and 
flung magnesium fireballs on tn the 
hill Tlie Japanese trenches were thus 
rendered clearly . visible, and the 



enemy's firts bocame intolerably dead- 
ly The men tried to put out tho 
lights by flinging stones at them, but 
to no purpose Then a. soldier stepped 
forth from the ranks in the good old 
.Samurai style, calling out his namo 
and regiment, so that it was heard 
above even the terrible din of the 
musketry, and quietly set about exting- 
uishing the fatal lights with the but.: 
end of his rifle I have not yet got his 
name, but they say he was not killed." 

It is sufficient to say that this sec- 
ond volume Is crammed with breath- 
less note- taking of this kind. General 
Hamilton's work Is a permanent addi- 
tion to military history.

Marcelin Albert the Organiser 
of The Wine Growers' 
Revolt 



A London newspaper writer who 
went to Prance in connection with the 
wine industry troubles writes from 
Argelliers concerning Marcelin Albert, 
tho leader of the peasant revolt: 

"I havo come here to interview the 
man of tho hour, Marcelin Albert, in his 
own village. The telephone and the 
telegraph bring the rustic quarters of 
tho "Defense Vltic ole" and Its "Comlto 
d'inltiative into Instant communication 
with all tho world. And from early 
morning till late in the night, Marcelin 
Albert, seated at his little deal table 
by tho window of his cafe and wine- 
store receives and acknowledges — with 
tho help of his staff of rustic secre- 
taries — hundreds of letters and tele- 
grams from deputies and senators In 
Paris, from mayors and councillors all 
over tho wine lands, and even from 
foreign sympathizers. 

"Mr Albert is a rapid worker, and he 
works like ton men. He lias an organ- 
izing talent of tho first order. lie is 
the incarnation of the spirit and char- 
acter of tho peasant race. Ho speaks 
but little. But when ho does speak — ■ 
and ho Is roused up — well, I can tell 
you ho la wortli listening to. Every 
word tolls. Sincerity Is in every tono 
Of the man's deep, ringing voice. 

"Marcelin Albert is f llty-flve, of mld- 
irilo height, or Just a shade or two 
under it; spare, wiry — mado up of 
bone and iron sinew Wrapped in a skin 
brown-tanned by the flerco sun or 
Languedoc. Nothing can tiro that man.

A fine, grave, impressive, well-bred 
face is Marcelin Albert's — with its 
dark, largo eyes, well apart, and 
slightly prominent, the nose also large, 
and well shaped, slightly aquiline; 
the mouth wide and flexible, under 
its heavy black, turned-up mous- 
tache; the forehead broad and shape- 
ly, the .chin strong — as one may easily 
discern, though it Is covered with the 
thick black beard — growing grey at 
the edges, beneath tho ears. 

"Tho dark- hair, .closely cut is also 
becoming grey. The well-formed cap- 
able head rises slightly at tho crown. 
Tho hands, bony, supple, agile, also re- 
veal the character and temperament of 
the man. Such in ■outward appear- 
ance, is the "Redeemer" — "Rodomp- 
teur" — of the "Beggars of the South." 
But, let me repeat, "the Rodomptour" 
is that not In the sense of being tho 
originator of this movement, but bo- 
cause he Is lb.' Interpreter to the 
world, and their leader in their own 
chosen path. 

"1 have been born and brought up in 
this little village," Marcelin Albert 
tells me: "I have never left it except 
on an occasional business trip to Paris 
and one or two other towns. I am a 
peasant wine-grower, like the other 
people whom you havo seen In the 
Argolllors. This is my Utile world." 
A peasant with whom I havo had a 
leisurely stroll through tile crooked 
up-and-down lanes of Argolllors gives 
me some details about ".Marcelln's" 
ways and habits. "He Is always 
thinking, always brooding," says my 
companion. "He thinks he can live on 
tho air of our Languedoc. lie Is ab- 
stemious to an extraordinary degree. 
He scarcely over touches tins light 
pure wine of our country, lie forgets 
dinner time. If ho were left alone ho 
wouldn't eat nothing until the spur of 
starvation woke him up. However 
Madam'o Albert keeps her eye upon 
him and sees that he takes his vic- 
tuals with fair regularity. 

"In Argolllors, as in hundreds of vil- 
lages all municipal services — registra- 
tion of births, deaths, marriages— and 
public works are suspended. "We have 
Ijcen blamed," said Mr. Marcelin Al- 
bert to mo "for not having elected now 
administrations before we dissolved 
tho old. which form tho connecting- 
link between our people and tho state. 
But tills would have boon revolution. 
Wo are In a state of revolt against the 
government, it Is true; but tills state 
in not revolutionary. And, of course 
It. cannot last. We shall wait a little 
longer — not very long — to seo whether 
tho government measure is of a kind 
to unable our vast imporverlshed pop- 
ulation to livo by their honest in- 
dustry. If wo are sutlsllcd .with tho

AMUR COMES TODAY. 

Will Roach Port This Afternoon from 
Quoen Charlotte Islands. 

The steamer Amur, ('apt. Locke, 

ached Vancouver yesterday morning 
at 11 o'clock from Xaas, Jeilway, Ski- 
dogate and other northern British Co- 
lumbia ports, bringing about 35 pas- 
sengers and a fair freight tonnage. 
After discharging salmon at Vancou- 
ver and coaling at Ladysmlth she will 
proceed bore, being due this afternoon. 
Several of tho passengers who came 
from the north by tho steamer arrived 
by the steamer Princess Victoria yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The Amur brought news that the 
tramway at the Ikeda Bay mines, be- 
longing to the Japanese, had been al- 
most completed, the last shipment of 
metals having been taken to Ikeda bay 
by tho Amur on her present trip. There 
are now nearly 1 no miners at work, 
and It Is expected that a shipment of 
ore will lie tnado on tho next trip of 
tho steamer. 

News was brought that one of the 
recently located prospects had been 
sold for $125,000. Among those who 
came down by tho Amur and trans- 
ferred to tho Princess Victoria yester- 
day were IT. V. Pillion, wife and fam- 
ily, who have been spending a holiday 
at Hartley hay; Mrs. Robertson and 
family, and Mrs. Boorman, also from 
Hartley bay; H. F, Behnsen, M. P. P., 
and bis brother ,who have been pros- 
pecting in the Bella Coola district and 
brought: several sacks of good-looking 
ore specimens from tho north. 

Mr. Pullon says timber locators are 
swarming all over the northland, lo- 
cating on every river and stream, and 
In places locations havo been staked 
as many as six times. The timber of 
the north Is not as good as that of 
Vancouver island and the lower mnin- 
landi At, Kltamant surveyors are at 
worlc and the people that are optimis- 
tic that the transcontinental railway 
will make Its terminus at that point. 
Whether this will prove Into or not, it 
Is generally believed in tho north that 
rails will' bo landed there for tho pro- 
posed Grand Trunk Pacific railway 
across I ho Dominion, to be carried In- 
land over the.

CORONER'S INQUEST 



E OPEN VEBOICT 



Cause of Robert Higham's Death 
Was Not Brought 
Out 



Inquest Into the death of Robert 
Htgham. lato chief stoward of the 
steamer Princess Beatrice, who was 
found dead In a stateroom of tho 
steamer on Thursday, was held by Dr. 
Hart, coroner, yesterday morning and 
an open verdict returned. Evidence 
was given by Dr. George Hall of hav- 
ing made a post mortem examination, 
and of -Hading some dark matter in 
tho stomach which had the appear- 
ance of opium. An analysis of the 
contents of tho stomach would bo nec- 
essary to definitely determine tills sub- 
stance. 

Evidence was given by Chief Offi- 
cer Cameron of missing the dead man 
and of having the room opened with 
a pass key, with tho result that Hlg- 
ham was found lying In a bunk, dead. 
Emtio Camus, chief cook; said the 
steward was last seen at 3 p. m., tho 
previous day ami seemed troubled. He 
was not a heavy drinker. Chief En- 
gineer Wallace said lie had known 
deceased for some years, and had 
known him to drink periodically. As 
far as ho knew tho lato chief stew- 
ard had no troubles to cause him tn 
worry. 

Constable James Palmer gave evi- 
dence of being called as a result of 
the finding of Higham's body and of 
having searched tho cabin, in which 
bottles of sulphuric acid and aniseed 
wero found, unopened, and a bottle 
which had contained laudanum was 
found with most of the contents gone. 
The last was underneath the deceas- 
ed's berth. 

Tho Jury returned an open verdict, 
the cause of death not being stated. 



"THE KAUO SHIMPO" 

Unique Newspaper Published on Board 
Japanese Liner Akl Maru 

On board the Japanese steamer Aid 
Maru of the Nippen Ynsen Kaisha 
line, the Japanese publish a weekly 
newspaper, the hectograph of the pur- 
ser used for duplication of manifestos 
being used in lieu of tho press to 
print tho hundred or more copies of 
tho Kaijo Shimpo, or Seaway news- 
paper. The newspaper is mostly in 
Japanese, and is illustrated in colors, 
which involves a double use of the 
hectograph machine. The artist's 
fancy runs mostly In cartoons, and 
in tho issues published during the 
last trip of the Akl Maru, most of 
these deal with tho situation that has 
arisen with regard to tho treatment 
of Japanese in California. 

Some contributes wero made to 
the Kaijo Shimpo by K. Sugiurd, edi- 
tor of the Hochi Shlmbun, who was a 
passenger on his way to San Fran- 
cisco, to wrlto of tho treatment of bis 
countrymen in tho wilds of California. 
One of tho contributions of tho last 
number printed in Japanese English, 
which is neither tho King's or Roose- 
velt's English, -was a poem by one 
of the 281 immigrants of the Japan- 
ese liner, entitled "Suzumuslii," which 
read as follows: 

"Oh, sweetest singer In the dark and 

Narrow room of Asiatic steerage! 
Any tlmo I drop into tho sorrowful 
reverie 

Tour charming song sends mo sweet 
consolation. 
Every day I remind my home and 
My country, my dear Suzumuslii 
Po you also recollect your old friends 
In the flowery field of your native 
land ?" 

Another poem, published In Eng- 
lish, was bv ono of tho steerage stew- 
ards and was entitled "Rappa Bushi." 
It was of tho usual type of poems 
written by Japanese students of Eng- 
lish. It read: 
"Snow continues falling now, 
Opening the window; silvery world. 
Must be cold out that place. 
It makes me feel sorry for him."

ALASKAN FOREST RESERVE. 

Washington, July 25. — The estab- 
lishment of another forest reserve in 
Alaska, as provided for in the presi- 
dent's proclamation of July 23, creates 
much surprise In view of tho fact that 
no lumber can be exported from 
Alaska under the present laws, and 
when it is considered that the senti- 
ment In the territory is overwhelming- 
ly against the reserves. This state- 
ment was mado by the forest service 
today in regard to the new Chugach 
reserves. 

The areo of this forest: is approxi- 
mately 4,!K!0,000 acres, and includes all 
tho mainland at the head of Prince 
William Sound, between the summit 
of tho Chugach range and tho Pacific 
ocean, and between Copper river on 
the cast, and the divide separating 
Port Willes bay and Port Aemcgln 
Armon the west. It Includes Haw- 
kins, Hlnchlnfrock, and Montague 
islands, and nil other islands between 
the mouth of Copper river on tho east 
and Capo Puget on tho west. 

The timber of this national forest 
is chiefly Sitka spruce, coast hemlock, 
Alplno hemlock, with some yellow 
cedar and cottonwool. The Sitka 
spruce Is the most accessible timber 
and is considered tho best lumber. 

The altltudlnal range of tho forest 
vnrles from 400 to 1,000 feet. The 
amount, of merchantable timber has 
boon roughly estimated at two billion 
feet, board measure. 

Lumbermen at Vafaez within tho 
Chugach forest anticipate a good trade 
la the future. They find the coast 
hemlock of this region very satisfac- 
tory lumber, and they consider It equal 
to Puget Sound fir Cor flooring, cell- 
Eng, and other finish stuff. It fur- 
nishes 20 per cent of the lumber cut 
of the district. 

The logs average about five to the 
1,000 feet, and run about 30 per cent 
clear.
